Edmonton’s long-term part¬ 
ner for the Valley Line LRT is a

In May, the 
first Bombardier 
vehicles includ¬

new streetcars in service, as 
Bombardier continues to miss 
targets. 

At the end of October, the To¬ 
ronto Transit Commission (TTC) 
approved a lawsuit against Bom¬ 
bardier for $50 million for the 
costs of maintaining its aging 
fieet, which were meant to be 
replaced by now. 

Toronto Coun. Josh Colle, 
who chairs the TTC board, 
stressed none of the delays 
were the fault of the TTC, but 
of Bombardier instead. 

In Edmonton, Mayor Don Ive- 
son was adamant he’s not con¬ 
cerned for the company’s ability 
to dehver. 

“Bombardier 
is one of four 
main members 
of the consor¬ 
tium ... it falls 
to them (and

Edmonton's Valley Line LRT 
will include 13 kilometres of 
track and 11 stops between 
Mill Woods and Down¬ 
town, where it ends its run 
at Churchill Square for the 
benefit of passengers trans¬ 
ferring to the Capital or 
Metro Line. 

Members of the new 
partnership Edmonton has 
entrusted to build and oper¬ 
ate the line for 30 years are 
involved in similar projects 
across Canada. 

— Toronto's Eglinton 
Crosstown LRT: The Cross¬ 
town is a 25 stop, 19 km 
light rail track that has been 
redesigned twice since its 
conception in 2007.

Enhanced road development 
needs more staif: City planning 


The head of the city’s capital 
planning department is look¬ 
ing for more money and staff 
to meet council’s “enhanced 
planning” expectations, and 
says something has to give if 
he doesn’t get it. 

“It’s a small amount that 
will pay great dividends for 
engagement and making sure 
we are designing the right 
things,” said Rob Gibbard, who 
added designing things the 
way this council wants takes 
extra work. 

He explained neighbour¬ 
hood and arterial road renewal 
used to be done “like for like,” 
road out, road in, but feed¬ 
back from “public and council 
indicates that’s not what they 
want to see.” 

Now, Gibbard’s department 
has to look at complete streets, 
consider shared path connec¬ 
tions, bike networks, safety 
changes around schools, and 
other things that “all take ex¬ 
tra time and resources.” 


For instance, in looking 
at collector roads that pass 
through multiple neighbour¬ 
hoods, it used to be focused 
on one road during the neigh¬ 
bourhood renewal program, 
which replaces streets, curbs, 
lighting and other elements, 
but council now wants the city 
to plan “the entire corridor,” 
said Gibbard. 

That takes additional public 
consultation and staff time. 

He said either the expecta¬ 
tions need to change, or his 
budget does — otherwise it’s 
“more work with the same 
amount of staff.” 

“We sort of did it for 2015 
and it was unsustainable, 
we are pushing other things 
aside,” Gibbard said. 

What he’s asking for would 
also have no impact on the 
operating budget council is 
approving this month, and 
would instead draw on the ap¬ 
proved capital project budgets.

million for 2016 would be able 
to fund seven extra full-time 
employees to help planning 
for arterial reconstruction and 
neighbourhood renewal. 

“For an extra million you’re 
getting front-end planning on 
a $200 million program that 
desperately needs this work,” 
Gibbard said. “If council de¬ 
cides, ‘hey, this work is im¬ 
portant but we can’t fund it,’ it 
is put to us to decide what we

Cracks in track led to train 
derailment in Banff: Report 

The Transportation Safety 
Board has determined that 
a fractured piece of railway 
track caused a derailment 
last year that sent coal ash 
waste into a creek in Banff 
National Park.

Edmonton police say treating 
mental health patients at the 
Edmonton Remand Centre, to 
avoid lengthy waits in emer¬ 
gency rooms, was a suggestion 
abandoned long ago. 

Brought up by the Edmon¬ 


ton Police Service in a budget 
brief to city councillors earlier 
this week, the idea was one of 
several ways of saving time 
spent in emergency rooms with 
people apprehended under 
the Alberta Mental Health Act. 

“It’s definitely off the table, 
from our standpoint,” EPS Supt. 
David Veitch told reporters 
Thursday. “It was quickly dis¬ 
missed at the veiy beginning. 
We’ve been at this for about 
11 months now, looking at 
different options, and that was 
one that was thrown up on 
the whiteboard and quickly 
dismissed.” 

The idea was brought for¬ 
ward only as a way of showing 


councillors the extent to which 
they had explored different 
options, Veitch said. 

In 2013, EPS 
started track¬ 
ing the financial 
impact of what 
they described as 
an “inordinate” 
time spent appre¬ 
hending people 
under the Mental 
Health Act, and 
how it impact¬ 
ed time spent on 
other calls. 

Other sugges¬ 
tions provided in the docu¬ 
ment to council include inte¬ 
grating community resources 


such as the Primary Care Net¬ 
work to help reduce appre¬ 
hensions, further training in 
dealing with men¬ 
tal health issues for 
EPS officers and a 
Community Well¬ 
ness Centre, a long¬ 
er-term option to 
provide services to 
the chronically ill 
and homeless. 

“In the end it’s 
not just about what 
we’re tiying to do 
as services and sys¬ 
tems,” Veitch said. 
“It’s what services we’re able to 
provide our clients, and make 
their lives better as well.”

CHILD PORN CHARGES 

‘It’s very 
disturbing’ 

An Edmonton babysitter who 
advertised his services on Kijiji is 
facing child sexual exploitation 
charges after pohce were tipped 
off to child pornography being 
shared onhne. 

Jason Michael Campbell, 36, 
is charged with possessing, ac¬ 
cessing and distributing child 
pornography. He was arrested 
at his west Edmonton home on 
Nov. 23 after a quick investiga¬ 
tion by the Alberta Law Enforce¬ 
ment Response Team. 

The investigation began on 
Nov. 18 after the RCMP’s National 
Child Exploitation Coordination 
Centre notified ALERT that an 
Edmonton man was suspected 
of uploading images of child ex¬ 
ploitation. ALERT frst-tracked the 
investigation after learning the 
man was a babysitter. 

ALERT spokesman Mike 
Tucker said several electronic 
devices were seized, containing 
tens of thousands of photos and 
videos of child pornography. 

“It’s very disturbing,” Tucker 
said. 

Campbell had been providing 
child-minding and babysitting 
services in Edmonton for the 
past 16 years through Kijiji. He 
had no specific babysitting quali¬ 
fications, Tucker said. 

Police say there is no indi¬ 
cation children in Campbell’s 
care were sexually exploited, but 
there is evidence that Campbell 
was uploading child pornography 
online while children were in his 
care, andrea ross/metro

The 
Redblacks led the league in 
sacks and interceptions and 
were the league’s best de¬ 
fence against the run. They 
allowed the second-few¬ 


est yards per game in the 
league (Edmonton allowed 
the fewest). 

Edmonton is the one CEL 
team the Redblacks have 
never beaten. These two 
teams played each other 
back-to-back in July, with 
the Eskimos torching Ot¬ 
tawa 46-17 in Edmonton 
and the Red¬ 
blacks playing 
to a much clos¬ 
er 23-12 loss at 
home. 

But this 
game is on 
neutral ground, 
and the Redblacks are an 
entirely different team. 

They have since hit their 
stride and won a division 
title. The Redblacks are 
underdogs, but that suits 
them just fine. You don’t 
get go from a 2-16 first sea¬ 
son to a division champion¬ 
ship by worrying about the 
odds. 

For Ottawa this weekend, 
the third time will be the 
charm.

Alberta researchers say a new 
pilot study will save lives by 
detecting lung cancer in pa¬ 
tients most at risk before it’s 
too late to treat them. 

The study will screen 800 
smokers and former smok¬ 
ers most at risk of cancer 
using CT scans once a year 
for three years. 

The test can identify can¬ 
cer, allowing doctors to treat 
it before it spreads to other 
areas of the body. 

Lung cancer is the deadli¬ 
est cancer for both men and 
women, but most cases of the 
disease aren’t diagnosed until 
an advanced stage, when cur¬ 
ing the cancer is unlikely. 

“The idea is if you can find

it earlier, then you have a 
higher chance of offering the 
patient a treatment that can 
cure the cancer,” said Dr. Eric 
Bedard, lead study investiga¬ 
tor for Edmonton.

Lake dries up at council

plans have since changed, contributed

Rules prohibit 
swimming in 
stormwater 
runoff ponds

Blatchford’s proposed swim¬ 
ming hole was filled in Thurs¬ 
day as councillors accepted 
plans to leave a swimable 
lake out of the new develop¬ 
ment, but left the door open 
for it to resurface. 

The development will have 
two large stormwater ponds, 
but administration was asked 
to study the notion of a rec¬ 
reational lake in the develop¬ 
ment. 

Mark Hall, the project’s 
executive director, told 
councillors the administra¬ 
tion believes it would draw 
too much car traffic and 
would be out of step with 
council’s goal for a walk- 
able, pedestrian-oriented 


neighbourhood. 

“We believe there is a bit 
of an inconsistency and it’s 
a little bit at odds with some 
of the environmental goals,” 
Hall said. 

The city is set to look at 
outdoor aquatic facilities in

the years ahead and there is 
a chance the idea could re¬ 
surface then. Coun. Bev Es¬ 
slinger said she understands 
administration’s reasoning 
for holding off, but doesn’t 
want to completely drown 
the idea. 


“What I wanted to make 
sure is that we kept if for 
future,” she said. 

Since Blatchford was first 
announced, the city has pro¬ 
gressively scaled back parts 
of the original idea, including 
eliminating plans for a pneu¬ 
matic garbage collection sys¬ 
tem, a broad district energy 
plant and now the lake. 

Esllinger said these are ac¬ 
ceptable sacrifices, but the 
plan eventually has to remain 
true to the vision. 

“I am really trying to keep 
the principles intact,” she 
said. “We have to honour 
what we said would we do.” 

The two storm water man¬ 
agement ponds together will 
be 11 hectares in size. 

The city’s current rules 
however, don’t allow people 
to swim in such facilities. 

“They are there to manage 
storm water flows and storm 
melt and right now the city’s 
bylaws and the drainage prac¬ 
tices are not to allow people 
to come in contact with the 
water.” 

Esslinger said she’s pre¬ 
pared to explore changing 
those rules. 


DOUBLE MURDER 

Accused 
found fit 
for trial 

RCMP say the man accused of 
killing a two-year-old south¬ 
western Alberta girl and her 
father has been found fit to 
stand trial. 

Derek Saretzky, 22, is 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der in the September deaths of 
Hailey Dunbar-Blanchette and 
her father Terry Blanchette. 

He is also charged with com¬ 
mitting indignity to a body in 
the girl’s case. 

RCMP say the Alberta Crown 
informed police of the ruling 
on Wednesday. 

Saretzky appeared via 
closed-circuit television from 
the Calgary Remand Centre 
in a Lethbridge courtroom on 
Thursday. He said little during 
the brief appearance. 

Lawyer Wade Hlady, acting 
as agent for Edmonton lawyer 
Peter Northcott, requested 
the case be adjourned until 
Feb. 26 to give Northcott suf¬ 
ficient time to review what 
the Crown referred to as a 
“voluminous” amount of 
material.

Edmonton Fire is hoping more 
inspectors will pour cold water 
on massive construction-site 
fires before they start, but the 
$700,000 they’re looking for isn’t 
currently in the budget. 

Changes in building codes 
now require Edmonton Fire to 
visit all large construction sites 
and sign off on the fire safety 
plans. 

Russell Croome, the service’s 
deputy chief of public safety, said 
they have previously done the 
inspections, but worked with 
builders and didn’t necessarily

visit eveiy site. 

“They want us to physically 
review eveiy plan and respond 
in writing.” 

He said they know they need 
to do the work, but they also 
don’t want to hold up construc¬ 
tion. 

“We don’t want to be a hin¬ 
drance to the issuing of the per¬ 
mit, but we definitely want to 
be involved,” he said. 

Some of the city’s costliest 
fires, including the $20-million 
Rutherford fire, have involved 
sites under construction, and 
Croome said they have to be 
looked out for. 

“It can be very volatile so 
we want to make sure through 
these inspections and the edu¬ 
cation that they will continue 


to be safe.” 

In addition to the construc¬ 
tion sites, Croome said special 
events in the city are also dnving 
more work for fire inspectors. 
He said at events like Crashed 
Ice or other major festivals, in¬ 
spectors work with the pohce to 
make sure the public will be safe. 

“Fire prevention has to be 
in there right at the early plan¬ 
ning to help them put in place 
a plan,” he said. 

He added the city is seeing 
more and more of these events, 
which means more work. 

“We’re just finding we are in¬ 
volved almost daily with these 
special events.” 

Councillors wiU begin budget 
dehberations, including the fire 
service on Friday.

City slows plans on 
land corporation

City councillors put the brakes 
on plans to create a munici¬ 
pal development corporation 
Thursday, and will instead 
think smaller when it comes 
to developing city-owned land. 

Several developers came 
to city hall Thursday to ex¬ 
press resistance to the idea 
of a city-owned corporation 
that would develop the sur¬ 
plus land the city owns. De¬ 
velopers expressed concerns 
about competition, potential 
risk to the city and interfer¬ 
ence in the market. 

Council passed a motion 
that will look at setting up a 
very limited corporation that 
would work on smaller scale 
properties or ones that have 
a thin profit margin. 

They also asked administra¬ 
tion about ways to achieve the 
same work in house without 
creating the corporation. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
key is to make sure the city 
isn’t doing projects already 
alive in the private sector. 

“We want to assure the pri¬ 
vate sector we are not trying 


to eat their lunch, we’re tr5dng 
to cook more for everybody,” 
he said. 

Coun. Michael Oshry, who 
proposed the idea, said he 
wants to see the city moving 
forward. But it’s not anything 
the development community 
should fear. 

“It’s just one tool in the 
toolbox that the city will have 
if we get it to develop all of 
these lands,” he said. 

The developers who came 
to raise concerns all said they 
worried it would compete 
with them directly. 

“The city should not be 
competing with private de¬ 
velopers anymore than it 
should be competing with 
grocers to provide cheaper 
food,” said Ken Cantor with 
Qualico. 

The city has considered the 
development corporation as 
a way to clear out the city’s 
stock of land, to make money 
and to bring development to 
neighbourhoods. 

Commercial developer Co¬ 
lin Clish told council all those 
aims are laudable, but this is 
not the way to do any of them. 

“It’s like letting a venom¬ 
ous snake into your house to 
catch a mouse,” he said.

Alberta farmers, ranchers 
use social media to lobby 
against farm-safety bill 

There is growing push- 
back in rural Alberta 
against the NDP govern¬ 
ment's plan to include 
farm and ranch workers 
in safety and workplace 
legislation. 

A group called Farm¬ 
ers Against NDP Bill 6 has 
appeared on Facebook 
with more than 22,000 
members. 

Organizer Sara Wheale 
says the government's 
plan to cover farm work¬ 
ers under occupational 
health and safety laws and 
workers' compensation 
would kill family farms. 

Wheale, who lives 
near the village of Breton 
southwest of Edmonton, 
says the province is ignor¬ 
ing their concerns. 

Opponents of the legis¬ 
lation are planning a rally 
at the Alberta legislature 
on Friday. 

Alberta is the only juris¬ 
diction in Canada without 
coverage for farm and 
ranch workers. 

The government's pro¬ 
posal would allow inves¬ 
tigators to review serious 
injuries or deaths on the 
commercial portion of 
farms, the Canadian press 

Industry wants Alberta 
to rethink coal plan, says 
miners, towns will suffer 

The president of the 
Coal Association of Can¬ 
ada says Alberta's plan 
to phase out coal-fired 
power plants by 2030 will 
throw people out of work, 
hurt rural communities 
and undermine industries 
by boosting electricity 
costs. 

Robin Campbell said 
the NDP government 
should instead invest in 
new technologies to help 
retrofit the plants so they 
can continue to burn coal, 
but with less pollution. 

"We think the govern¬ 
ment should be investing 
in new technology and 
research to do a better 
job of reducing emis¬ 
sions," Campbell said. 

"Making sure that we 
don't lose our competi¬ 
tive advantage when it 
comes to our other indus¬ 
tries in the province that 
depend on electricity." 

Campbell said the 
government could use 
money from Alberta's Cli¬ 
mate Change and Emis¬ 
sions Management Fund, 
which large industrial 
companies pay into when 
they can't meet their 
greenhouse gas reduc¬ 
tion targets.

As Canadian municipalities 
grapple with Uber, a disruptive 
technology in a long-regulated 
taxi industry, a federal body 
has stepped in with a report 
underhning some guidelines — 
effectively asking for an open 
system and deregulation of 
cabs as we know them. 

The report, released by the 


Competition Bureau, recom¬ 
mends a complete overhaul to 
allow both cabs and ride-share 
drivers to coexist on an even 
playing field. It underlines rec¬ 
ommendations such as elimin¬ 
ating taxi plate licence caps, 
allowing all drivers to accept 
street hails and provide drivers 
with incentives for operating 
accessible vehicles. 

“The arrival of ride-sharing 
services presents an import¬ 
ant opportunity for regulators 
— an opportunity to inject 
increased competition into 
the taxi industry by creating 
a single, level playing field for 
all. Consumers would benefit 
from competitive prices on a 
variety of innovative choices, 
while all service providers 
would have an equal chance

to compete,” read a statement 
from the Competition Board’s 
Commissioner John Pecman. 

In the past month, the City 
of Calgary has taken strides 
in its own regulation battle, 
opening the door for Uber and 
other ride-share companies to 
operate legally and safely on 
the grid. 


In Edmonton, where bylaw 
talks are still underway, Don 
Iveson said they’re planning 
on changing regulations. 

“We have talked about less¬ 
ening the regulatory burden 
considerably on cabs, while at 
the same time ensuring there 
is sufficient public safety regu¬ 
lation, not competitive regula¬ 
tion, in place for private trans¬ 
portation providers like Uber,” 
said Iveson. “1 think what the 
Competition Bureau is saying 
is consistent. I think (that’s) 
where we are headed with our 
new bylaw.” 

Uber ceased operations in 
Calgaiy after a city judge grant¬ 
ed an injunction last week, but 
it’s continuing to operate in 
Edmonton.

Government ensures seat at 
future teacher contract talks 


Alberta is bringing m legislation 
to ensure it has a seat at the bar¬ 
gaining table in the next round 
of contract talks with teachers. 

The details are contained in 
a bill tabled Thursday in the 
legislature by Education Min¬ 
ister David Eggen. 

“This bill will allow us to de¬ 
velop a two-table bargaining 
model that is fair and effective,” 
Eggen told a news conference. 

The bill calls for province¬ 
wide issues such as teacher sal¬ 
aries to be negotiated between 
the government and school 
boards on one side and the Al¬ 
berta Teachers’ Association on 
the other. 

Local issues — such as poli¬ 


cies on sick days or remuner¬ 
ating travel expenses for sub¬ 
stitute teachers — would be 
bargained at the local level. 

The bill is expected to be¬ 
come law in January. The cur¬ 
rent four-year deal with teachers

expires next Aug. 31. 

Before formal bargaining be¬ 
gins, the teachers’ association, 
the Alberta School Boards Asso¬ 
ciation and the government are 
to meet to hammer out which 
issues will be bargained central¬ 
ly and which would be handled 
at the local level. 

An arbitrator is to make the 
final call if there’s no agree¬ 
ment. 

Alberta teachers are sched¬ 
uled to make $4.2 billion this 
year in salaries, benefits and 
pension pa 5 mients. 

The teachers’ association said 
it has been calling for this type 
of bargaining since 2002.

Design stolen 
off shaman’s 
parka: Woman 
from Nunavut 

Salome Awa says she was furi¬ 
ous to discover that a U.K. fash¬ 
ion label had unveiled a sweat¬ 
shirt with a design that looks 
nearly identical to one created 
by her great-grandfather. 

But more than anger, the 
Nunavut woman said she felt 
shocked that her ancestor’s 
unique design had been taken 
without permission. 

“1 went through all the gar¬ 
ments and there it was: my 
great-grandfather’s garment, 
designed exactly the same way 
as he envisioned,” Awa, a CBC 
Nunavut morning show produ¬ 
cer, told the Star in a telephone 
interview on Thursday morning. 

“1 was shocked, actually, be¬ 
cause it’s sacred.” 

Her great-grandfather was a 
shaman, Awa explained. He had 
asked his wife to make a unique 
parka with hands on the front 
to protect him from someone 
who might tiy to push him into 
the ocean and drown him. 

Danish explorer Knud Ras¬ 
mussen took a photo of her 
great-grandfather in the parka 
during his travels and visits with 
Inuit families in Canada’s Arctic 
in the 1920s, Awa said. 

The photo, which dates back 
to 1922, was published in the 
book Northern Voices: Inuit 
Writing in Enghsh. 

“To wear it (the design) is 
almost hke (a) mockeiy of my 
great-grandfather’s spiritual 
well-being,” Awa said. “There’s 
no other garment like it any¬ 
where else in this world.” 

London-based label KTZ did 
not respond to Torstar News 


Service’s req^uest for comment. 

KTZ unveiled the sweater as 
part of its Fall 2015 men’s col¬ 
lection and the company was 
selling the “shaman toweling 
sweatshirt” online for about 
$845 Cdn. Toronto-based shop 
CNTRBND is also selhng it for 
$925. 

KTZ says its clothes are 
known for their “raw energy 
and contemporaiy urban edge, 
but also for embracing ethno¬ 
graphic references and multi- 
culturalism.” 


But the company has been 
accused of appropriating In¬ 
digenous designs in the past. 
Last year. Northern Cheyenne/ 
Crow designer Bethany Yellow- 
tail accused KTZ of using her 
designs without permission. 

She told the Star she con¬ 
tacted an intellectual property 
lawyer about possible legal ac¬ 
tion, but that she would dis¬ 
cuss the issue with her family 
members before making any 
decisions.

Emperor Haute Couture, as it’s 
called, made headlines in 2012 
when artist Margaret Sutherland 
first sold it to Potvin. 

Potvin originally bought the 


painting for $5,750. Now she’s 
being offered upwards of $12,000 
for the piece. 

She’s even received a caU from 
someone in Nebraska looking to 
get their hands on it. 

“People know this painting 
will be worth a lot more in a 
few years,” said Potvin. 

She originally listed the art¬ 
work on Kijiji for $8,800, but 
is now in the middle of an on¬ 
line bidding war 
with collectors 
from across the 
cormfry. 

Potvin would 
preferably like it 
to move into an 
art museum be¬ 
cause she “wants 
Canadians to see 
it.” But she hasn’t 
received any offers. 

She’s decided to sell the paint¬ 
ing as a way to fund her home 
renovation project, which will 
cost her around $40,000. 

She says she’ll make a deci¬ 
sion by Nov. 29.

Canada will pull six CF-18s from 
the combat mission against Is¬ 
lamic State militants in Iraq 
and Syria but two reconnais¬ 
sance aircraft and an air-to-air 
refueller could remain to assist 
other coalition aircraft in their 
bombing sorties. 

A senior defence department 
official said Thursday that dis¬ 
cussions on the future of Can¬ 
ada’s contribution to the multi¬ 
national campaign against ISIS 
continue and that no decisions 
have been made whether to 
leave other elements of the air 
task force in the region. 

The Liberals have consistently 
pledged to end the “combat” 
mission and withdraw the CF- 
18s but have not ruled out al¬ 
lowing missions by the other 
aircraft to continue.

dated by other nations. In par¬ 
ticular, the two CP-140 Aurora 
surveillance aircraft, equipped 
with sophisticated radar and 
imaging sensors, gather valu¬ 
able data for ground and air 
commanders. 

“They provide an intelligence 
picture that supports the coah- 
tion writ large,” said Perry, a 
senior analyst with the Canadian 
Global Afiairs Institute. 

Meanwhile, the Conservatives 
are challenging the claim by 
Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
that a lack of resources could 
be driving the decision to wind 
down the combat role. 

Trudeau confirmed earlier 
this month that the CF-18s 


would be brought home. He 
said the Liberal government 
would instead deploy additional 
troops to beef up the ongoing 
training mission. Canada has 69 
special operations forces soldiers 
in northern Iraq training local 
Kurdish militia to better fight 
Islamic forces. 

But when pressed this week 
why Canada couldn’t continue 
the combat sorties and beef up 
the training mission at the same 
time, Trudeau responded that 
the country has “limited mil- 
itaiy investments. 

“For six planes we’re talking 
about 600 people to support 
those planes in various terms,” 
Trudeau told the Global News 


show The West Block. 

“Decisions on sending Gan- 
ada’s mihtaiy into operational 
theatres will always be made on 
a case-by-case basis on what’s 
in our national interest, how 
best we can play a productive 
constructive role,” Trudeau told 
joumahst Tom Glark. 

But Gonservative MP James 
Bezan said Trudeau was “misin¬ 
formed” on his claim that the 
600 personnel were required to 
support the six fighters alone. 
In fact, that group supports not 
only the GF-18s but also recon¬ 
naissance aircraft and the air- 
to-air refueller as well. 

Bezan also said there is no 
truth to Trudeau’s claim that an 


expanded mission would stretch 
the budget or capabihties of the 
armed forces. 

“There is no reason we can’t 
do both and make it more ro¬ 
bust. We have the troops. We 
increased the budget,” said 
Bezan, who served as former 
parhamentaiy secretary to the 
minister of defence in the previ¬ 
ous Gonservative government. 

As Canada begins winding up 
its combat operations, Britain is 
stepping up its mihtaiy engage¬ 
ment. It unveiled a plan Thurs¬ 
day to begin airstrikes against 
targets in Syria in addition to the 
missions in Iraq it has already 
been flying.

The Liberal government’s long- 
awaited $100 million contribu¬ 
tion to the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees to 
help fleeing S 3 n’ians is destined 
for a half-empty international 
aid bucket. 

The UN refugee agency has 
only raised 45 per cent of the 
$4.5 billion it sought for 2015 
to assist the 4.3 million refu¬ 
gees who have fled Syria for 
Lebanon, Turkey, Jordan and 
Iraq, according to its latest 
statistics. 

Canada’s contribution, an¬ 
nounced Thursday, fulfils a 
Liberal campaign promise from 
the federal election, a contribu¬ 
tion that includes $10 million 
for the UN refugee agency to 
help it select eligible Syrians 
for settlement in Canada over 
the next few months. 

“Canada is coming out very 
strongly, not only with this ex¬ 
ceptional program of resettling 
the 25,000 Syrian refugees, but 
the financial support to UNHCR 
is absolutely crucial,” Furio de 
Angelis, the UN agency’s Ot¬ 
tawa representative, told The 
Canadian Press. 

“Unfortunately our pro¬ 
grams are underfunded, and 
not only UNHCR programs 
but in general humanitarian 
programs (are) underfunded.” 

Government officials in 
the newly re-named Global 
Affairs Department acknow¬ 
ledged the vast international 
funding shortcoming, but said 
Ganada was doing its part be¬ 
cause it was still among the 
top 10 international donors. 

International Develop¬ 
ment Minister Marie-Glaude 
Bibeau said the government 
will move quickly to disburse 
the funds that it has already 
announced, but was noncom¬ 
mittal about whether more 
might be pledged in the future.

Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
has used an interview with an 
influential BBG current affairs 
show in London to issue his 
most pungent retort yet to his 
Ganadian detractors. 

Trudeau, 43, endured more 
than two years of Gonservative 
party attack ads declaring him 
“just not ready” before sweeping 
prime minister Stephen Harper 
from power in last month’s fed¬ 
eral election. 

Asked by BBC television’s 
NewsNight program about his 
famous family name, Trudeau 
didn’t deny that having had 


his father Pierre Trudeau lead 
the countiy for almost 16 years 
opened some doors. 

“I think the way I was raised 
was that I have to work two or 
three times as hard as anyone 
else to walk through that door 
now that it’s open,” he said. 

Trudeau then delivered a 
sharp retort that could be seen 
as a direct shot at Harper and 
other Conservative partisans. 

“There’s an awful lot of 
people who sort of shrugged 
and said he has nothing but a 
name to go on and found them¬ 
selves slightly bewildered as I 


left them in the dust.” 

Trudeau told the BBC that this 
year’s federal election campaign 
showed the momentaiy appeal 
of divisive policy stances. 

“But when you get right down 
to it, when citizens take a long 
hard look in the ballot box at 
actually voting against your 
neighbours, against someone 
who’s different from you — in 
pluralistic societies like we have 
it becomes very difficult to sus¬ 
tain the hatred or the fear of the 
shopkeeper down the street or 
your colleague two cubicles over,” 
Trudeau said, the Canadian press

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Keith Hobbs has been fielding a 
lot of calls this week, which is 
what happens when you’re may¬ 
or of a city that’s been labelled 
the murder capital of Canada. 

According to Statistics Can¬ 
ada figures released Wednesday, 
the murder rate in Thunder 
Bay, Ont. was the highest in 
the country last year.

Embrace ‘generosity’: Obama 


President Barack Obama ap¬ 
pealed anew for acceptance 
of Syrian refugees, saying “so 
much of our greatness comes 
from our generosity.” 

In his weekly radio address 
broadcast Thursday, Obama 
noted his commitment to 
accept an additional 10,000 
Syrian refugees this year and 
argued that the policy is in 
keeping with U.S. tradition. 

Obama compared Syrian 
refugees to the first Pilgrims 
who arrived in present-day Mas¬ 
sachusetts on the Mayflower 
ship in 1620. Many of them 
separatists from the Church 
of England, the Pilgrims have 
come to symbolize the quest 
for rehgious freedom in Amer¬ 
ica. 

He said he has been “touched 
by the generosity of Americans

Obama’s plan to receive 
thousands of additional Syr¬ 
ian refugees has come under 
heavy criticism in Congress 
and has become a key part of 
the 2016 presidential campaign 
rhetoric. Some lawmakers, voi¬ 
cing concerns about homeland 
security, are pressing for legis¬ 
lation further tightening the 
conditions under which refu¬ 
gees can be admitted. 

“Now, people should re¬ 
member that no refugee can 
enter our borders until they 
undergo the highest security 
checks of anyone travelling 
to the United States,” Obama 
said. “That was the case before 
Paris, and it’s the case now. 
And what happened in Paris 
hasn’t stopped Americans from 
opening their arms anyway.”

“We go about our daily hves 
and eveiy so often they’re punc¬ 
tuated by something outrageous 
like a terrorist attack on an aver¬ 
age Friday night,” said Dr. David 
Purves of the British Psycho¬ 
logical Society.

A tug-of-war over a Russian war¬ 
plane shot down by a Turkish 
fighter jet at the border with 
Syria escalated Thursday, with 
Moscow drafting a slew of eco¬ 
nomic sanctions against Turkey 
and the Turkish president saying 
on a defiant note that his mil¬ 
itary is ready to do the same if 
another air intrusion happens.

Tunisia arrests 30 
after suicide bombing 

Tunisian authorities have 
detained 30 people sus¬ 
pected of having extrem¬ 
ism links after a suicide 
bombing targeting presi¬ 
dential guards, and identi¬ 
fied the bomber as a local 
street vendor. 

The Interior Ministry said 
in a statement Thursday 
that forensic police identi¬ 
fied the attacker as 27-year- 
old Houssam ben Hedi ben 
Miled Abdelli by his DNA. 

It said he was from a work¬ 
ing-class neighbourhood 
on the edge of Tunis. 

In a later statement, the 
ministry said it detained 30 
people suspected of links 
to extremist groups and 
seized several weapons in 
526 raids around the coun¬ 
try over the past 24 hours.

He 
has written two books about 
Romero, who was gunned 
down by a right-wing death 
squad on March 24, 1980.

Rafael Urrutia, said 
Delgado had acknowledged 
the abuse and “is willing to 
meet with the victim to ask 
her forgiveness.” 

Urrutia said Delgado has 
been suspended from all

The victim, now 42, has 
not been identified. But Ur¬ 
rutia said she asked “only 
that he leave the priesthood 
and apologize.”

The 14-year-old girl had just ar¬ 
rived home from school when 
her family told her to swap her 
school uniform for traditional 
wedding robes. While she had 
been sitting in her seventh 
grade classroom in South Af¬ 
rica, her male relatives had 
received a $570 bride price for 
her from a man she’d never 
met who was twice her age. 

As is the case with many 
child brides, beatings and rape 
were common in her new mari¬ 
tal home. After a number of 
failed escape attempts, she 
finally made it over a fence and 
ran to the nearest police sta¬ 
tion. She then filed charges for 
the case that would become the 
first criminal prosecution of 
child marriage in South Africa. 

An estimated 125 million 


African girls are child brides, 
with that number expected to 
rise to 310 million by 2050, 
creating a legacy of “lost child¬ 
hoods and shattered futures,” 
according to a report released 
by UNICEF on Thursday that 
demanded more aggressive gov¬ 
ernment actions to 
end the practice. 

Across Africa 
girls are being 
married off to pay 
off family debts, to 
keep them free of 
sin or simply be¬ 
cause it’s tradition, 
but the lives of 
these child brides 
are ones of vio¬ 
lence, poverty and increased 
risk of HIV, said UNICEF. 

In last year’s case in South 
Africa, the girl’s husband was 
convicted of rape, assault and 
human trafficking and sen¬ 
tenced to 22 years in prison, 
but he maintained that he was 
following traditional practices. 

Even in South Africa, with 
its liberal constitution and a 
litany of laws to protect child 


brides, the traditional practice 
of “ukuthwala” often super¬ 
sedes modern laws. 

Where once a young man 
would take a consenting girl 
home to his village to convince 
her family to agree to marriage, 
now some aging men are twist¬ 
ing the practice and 
abducting young 
girls, raping them, 
and forcing them 
into a union that 
often resembles 
slavery, according 
to the commission. 

In Ethiopia, ab¬ 
ductions and forced 
marriages were 
widely practiced 
until officially outlawed in 
2004. In Mozambique, child 
marriage is a way out of pov¬ 
erty — one less mouth to feed 
and a windfall from the dowiy. 

“My parents are poor, they 
cannot afford to look after me,” 
said a 16-year-old, who has a 
1-year-old child. “1 helped my 
family when 1 got married, they 
no longer need to support me.”

Convicted of 
leaking report, 
will serve time 
outside prison 

A 71-year-old Chinese journal¬ 
ist imprisoned on a state se¬ 
crets conviction was released 
for medical reasons Thursday 
after pleading guilty during a 
closed-door appeal hearing, her 
lawyers and state media said. 

Gao Yu, one of the best- 
known intellectuals to have 
been imprisoned for supporting 
the 1989 Tiananmen pro-dem¬ 
ocracy protests, was detained 
again last year on charges of 
leaking a document to the 
media detaihng the Commun¬ 
ist Party leadership’s resolve 
to tamp down on Western no¬ 
tions of constitutionality and 
freedom. 

She refused to admit guilt 
during her April trial, when she 
was sentenced to seven years in 
prison, and later appealed the 
conviction. 

When Beijing’s high court 
heard her case Tuesday, Gao 
pleaded guilty, which is nor¬ 
mally seen by courts in China as 
contrition deserving of leniency. 
However, her defence continued 
to argue for her innocence, her 
lawyers said. 

Ilie court reduced her sen¬ 
tence from seven years to five 
years. Later Thursday, the of¬ 
ficial Xinhua News Agency an¬ 
nounced that the court had 
decided that Gao is qualified 
to serve her sentence outside 
of prison because of “severe 
illnesses.” 

“We had expected her to be 
released for medical reasons, 
but it came as a surprise” that 
the release came so soon, law¬ 
yer Shang Baojun said, adding 


that Gao has heart problems. 

Gao was convicted of leak¬ 
ing the official report - known 
as Document No. 9 — to an 
overseas news site. The site, 
Mingjing News, has said Gao did 
not provide the document, and 
her lawyers said they presented 
evidence to the appeal court 
that Gao was not the source of 
the report. 

Foreign governments and 
human rights groups have de¬ 
nounced the verdict against Gao 
as pohtically driven retribution 
for her criticism of the govern¬ 
ment, and urged authorities to 


release the elderly journalist. 

Before her April trial, Gao ap¬ 
peared on state television and 
said she was guilty, but she told 
the trial court that police had 
threatened her son to force her 
into making the confession. 

Gao was also imprisoned on 
state secrets charges for more 
than a year after the 1989 crack¬ 
down. She was detained in April 
last year, weeks before the 25th 
anniversaiy of the bloody mil¬ 
itary suppression of protests 
that killed at least hundreds 
of people.

Also present at the event was 
Lilian Tintori, wife of jailed op¬ 
position leader Leopoldo Lopez, 
said another top party official, 
Henry Ramos Allup. Tintori is 
one of the best known faces 
of the forces opposing Vene¬ 
zuela’s socialist government. On 


her Twitter account Wednesday 
night, she denounced the “ter¬ 
ror” that she charged was carried 
out by the governing party and 
said she had suffered multiple 
attacks in Altagracia de Orituco. 

The Dec. 6 elections are fierce¬ 
ly contested as the opposition 
coahtion, of which Democrat¬ 
ic Action is a part, mounts its 
strongest challenge to the gov¬ 
ernment amid severe economic 
problems. 

The opposition says several 
activists have been wounded in 
recent days as government sup¬ 
porters crashed campaign events.

Spectators at the annual

Parade in New York noted a 
stepped-up police presence, 
with officers perched on build¬ 
ings like Radio City Music Hall 
and watching from helicopters 
hovering overhead. 

“It’s a little scary, but at 
least it’s keeping us safe,” Kim 


Miller, of Boston, said of the 
heavy security. “We’re hav¬ 
ing fun.” 

City officials have said there 
are no known, credible threats 
against New York following 
the deadly attacks in Paris 
and a video purportedly pro¬ 
duced by the Islamic State 
group that contained footage 
of Times Square. 

But Police Commissioner 
William Bratton said more 
than 2,500 officers neverthe¬ 
less would be stationed along 
the parade route — the lar¬ 
gest number of officers the 
department has ever assigned 
to the event. 

The parade, in its 89th year, 
included marching bands and 
floats along with Hello Kitty, 
Snoopy, SpongeBob SquarePan- 
ts and other giant balloons.

Hundreds of people filled a 
Minneapolis church on Wed¬ 
nesday for the funeral of a 
black man whose death in 
a confrontation with police 
has sparked days of ongoing 
protests, while charges were 
pending against four men 
suspected in a shooting that 
wounded several of the pro¬ 
testers. 

Impassioned speeches from 
pastors and Jamar Clark’s rela¬ 
tives were occasionally inter¬ 
rupted by shouts and applause 
inside the cavernous Shiloh 
Temple International Minis¬ 
tries. Several relatives wore 
white T-shirts that read, “I 
matter,” with Clark’s picture 


on the back. 

Programs also adorned with 
a photo of Clark described 
the 24-year-old as a man who 
“liked to swim, fish, listen 
to music, play basketball, be 
with family and take trips to 
Charlotte, North Carolina.” 

Clark was shot on Nov. 15 
in what police say was a scuf¬ 
fle with officers responding 
to an assault of a woman in 
which he was a suspect. Some 
community members who say 
they saw the incident allege 
Clark was handcuffed when he 
was shot, which police have 
disputed. State and federal 
investigations are underway. 

The ffineral procession went 
past the 4th Precinct police 
station, where Black Lives 
Matters activists and others 
have been camped out for 
days. Vehicles in the proces¬ 
sion honked their horns, and 
protesters shouted “Justice 
for Jamar.”

Slain black teen was trying to fix life: Family 


A black teenager shot 16 times 
by a white Chicago police of¬ 
ficer was a ward of the state 
when he died, having spent 
years being shuttled between 
different relatives’ homes and 
foster care from the time he 
was 3. 

Laquan McDonald, whose 
name demonstrators have 
shouted for two days and 
will shout again during a 
planned rally to disrupt the 
city’s famed Magnificent Mile 


shopping corridor Friday, lived 
a troubled, disadvantaged life 
and had at least one previous 
brush with the law. 

School officials and the 
McDonald family lawyer say 
there were signs Laquan was 
trying to get his life in order, 
though prosecutors say he had 
drugs in his system and was 
burglarizing cars on Oct. 20, 
2014 — the night a squad-car 
video captured officer Jason 
Van Dyke shooting him. 


“It takes a while to get a life 
back on track,” said Thomas 
Gattuso, the principal at the 
alternative high school that 
McDonald was attending. 
“With Laquan, we unfortu¬ 
nately never got to finish his 
story.” 

Protesters and civil rights 
activists are demanding more 
investigations and police re¬ 
form after Van Dyke was 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der this week. There have been 


two nights of small, peace¬ 
ful demonstrations, and the 
Rev. Jesse Jackson and others 
have called for a “massive” 
march on Black Friday along 
Michigan Avenue. The swank 
downtown boulevard is nor¬ 
mally packed on Black Fri¬ 
day, which is the day after the 
Thanksgiving holiday and one 
of the busiest shopping days 
of the year as U.S. retailers 
offer discounts.

John Howland may not be as 
famous as William Bradford, 
John Carver and Myles Stan- 
dish, notable passengers on 
the Mayflower that landed in 
Massachusetts in 1620. 

Yet Howland probably had a 
greater impact on the history 
of the United States than any of 
them. Hundreds of thousands 
of Americans are unaware that 
they owe their veiy existence 
to Howland as they celebrate 
Thanksgiving, a holiday that 
commemorates a feast shared 
between Native Americans and 
the Pilgrims of the Mayflower.

He 
fell overboard in the middle of 
the Atlantic during a gale but 
grabbed a trailing rope and was 
hauled back aboard by sailors 
using boat hooks. His remark¬ 
able story is the subject of a 
new children’s book. The Boy 
Who Fell Off the Ma 3 dlower, or 
John Howland’s Good Fortune, 
by Irish illustrator and author 
P.J. Lynch. 

Howland and his wife, fellow 


Ma 5 dlower passenger Elizabeth 
Tilley, had 10 children and 
more than 80 grandchildren. 
Now, an estimated two mil¬ 
lion Americans can trace their 
roots to him. 

Howland’s descendants 
include three presidents — 
Franklin Roosevelt, George 
H.W Bush and George W. Bush 
— as well as former vice-presi¬ 
dential candidate Sarah Palin, 
poets Ralph Waldo Emerson 
and Henry Wadsworth Long¬ 
fellow, actors Alec Baldwin, 
Humphrey Bogart and Chris¬ 
topher Lloyd, and Mormon 
church founder Joseph Smith. 

“The idea that the existence 
of all these people hinged on 
that one guy grabbing a rope 
in the ocean and holding on 
tight totally caught my imagin¬ 
ation,” Lynch said in a phone 
interview. “Many of these

Death penalty’s fate up in air as 
Obama pushes for justice reform 


An advocacy group is offer¬ 
ing Donald Trump sensitivity 
training after the Republican 
presidential candidate appeared 
to mock a reporter with a dis¬ 
ability. 

Jay Ruderman of the Ruder- 
man Family Foundation in Bos¬ 
ton said Thursday that Trump 
should apologize to Serge 
Kovaleski of The New York 
Times and the public. 

Kovaleski has a congenital 
condition that affects joint 
movement. In a speech Tues¬ 
day in South Carolina, Trump 
said: “Poor guy, you oughta 


see this guy,” and gestured in 
a jerky fashion as if imitating 
Kovaleski’s movements. 

Trump was challenging re¬ 
collections by Kovaleski and 
many others about the 9-11 
aftermath. Trump has made 
unsubstantiated claims that 
thousands of Muslims in New 
Jersey were seen celebrating 
the attacks. 

In 2001, Kovaleski, then with 
The Washington Post, and an¬ 
other Post journalist wrote a 
week after the 9-11 attacks 
about authorities in New Jer¬ 
sey detaining and questioning 


“a number of people who were 
allegedly seen celebrating the 
attacks.” The stoiy did not sug¬ 
gest “thousands” were celebrat¬ 
ing, as Trump claimed, and a 
story then by The Star-Ledger 
in Newark, N.J., said the reports 
of such celebrations by Muslims 
proved unfounded. 

Even so. Trump has pointed 
to the Post story as backing up 
his claim and took issue with 
Kovaleski’s recent statement 
that he did not remember any¬ 
one alleging that large numbers 
of Muslims were celebrating.

The 
president recent¬ 
ly repeated he is 
“deeply concerned” 
about the death 
penalty’s imple¬ 
mentation, though 
he also acknow¬ 
ledges the issue has 
not been a top priority. 

“I have not traditionally 
been opposed to the death pen¬ 


alty in theoiy, but in practice 
it’s deeply troubling,” Obama 
told the Marshall Project, a 
non-profit journalism group, 
citing racism, wrongful con¬ 
victions and questions about 
“gruesome and clumsy” exe¬ 
cutions. His delay in propos¬ 
ing solutions, he said, was be¬ 
cause “I got a whole lot of other 
things to do as well.” 

Obama said he plans to 
weigh in, and considers the 
issue part of his larger, legacy- 
minded push for an overhaul 
of the criminal justice system.

IAEA 

Official says 
assessment 
‘won’t be black 
and white’ 

The UN atomic energy agency 
is preparing to wrap up a more 
than decade-long probe of al¬ 
leged nuclear weapons work 
by Iran, but its report will stop 
short of delivering a judgment 
on whether the suspicions are 
valid, the agency’s chief said 
Thursday. 

The report by the UN’s Inter¬ 
national Atomic Energy Agency 
is meant to put the issue to rest 
after years of on-and-ofif attempts 
to investigate the allegations. 
The U.S. and its allies say Teh¬ 
ran conducted past research and 
development of such weapons. 
Iran says the accusations are 
based on false intelligence from 
its adversaries. 

The issue has dominated IAEA 
meetings, contributed to UN 
Security Council resolutions 
against Iran and is now playing 
a role in determining whether 
sanctions against Tehran will be 
lifted under a nuclear deal that 
is expected to be implemented 
early next year. 

But the comments by IAEA 
chief Yukiya Amano made clear 
that his assessment wiU contain 
enough grey zones to leave the 
question unresolved. 

The report “won’t be black 
and white,” Amano told repor¬ 
ters outside a meeting of the 
IAEA’s 35-nation board. Sug¬ 
gesting some questions remain 
unanswered, he described his 
report as a “jigsaw puzzle” for 
which his agency has “pieces.” 

While he said it was up to 
board members to decide wheth¬ 
er to close the investigation on 
the basis of his report, diplo¬ 


mats briefed on the investiga¬ 
tion said Thursday that outcome 
was likely. 

Formally, the report will help 
determine whether Iran gets re- 
hef from sanctions in exchange 
for paring back its atomic activ¬ 
ities under an overarching deal 
Tehran signed July 14 with six 
world powers. 

Two diplomats said the U.S. 
and the five other powers that 


negotiated the nuclear deal with 
Iran were unlikely to be too 
critical, unwilling to risk jeop¬ 
ardizing that agreement. But 
expectations remain that Iran 
has continued either to deny 
the activities under investiga¬ 
tion or insist they were part of 
peaceful nuclear research. They 
demanded anonymity because 
they weren’t authorized to dis¬ 
cuss the issue, the associated press 


TURKEY 

Court orders journalists jailed 
for reports on arms smuggling 


In new blow to media freedoms 
in Turkey, a court on Thursday 
ordered two prominent oppos¬ 
ition journalists jailed pend¬ 
ing trial on charges of wilhngly 
aiding an armed group and of 
espionage for revealing state 
secrets for their reports on al¬ 
leged arms smuggling to Syria. 

The court in Istanbul ruled 
that Cumhuriyet newspaper’s 
editor-in-chief. Can Dundar, 
and the paper’s Ankara repre¬ 
sentative, Erdem Gul, be taken 
into custody following hours of 


questioning. 

In May, the Cumhuriyet paper 
pubhshed what it said were im¬ 
ages of Turkish trucks canying 
ammunition to Syrian militants. 

The images reportedly date 
back to Januaiy 2014, when local 
authorities searched Syria-bound 
trucks, touching off a stand¬ 
off with Turkish intelligence 
officials. Cumhuriyet said the 
images were proof that Turkey 
was smuggling arms to rebels 
in Syria. 

The government had initially 


denied the trucks were canying 
arms, maintaining that the cargo 
consisted of humanitarian aid. 
Some officials later suggested 
the trucks were canying arms 
or ammunition destined to Turk¬ 
men kinsmen in Syria. Turkish 
President Recep Tayyip Erdogan 
suggested the same recently. 

Dundar and Gul’s detention 
comes amid deepening concerns 
over deteriorating conditions for 
joumahsts in Turkey, including 
a spike in prosecutions and vio¬ 
lence.

Bureau calls for 
relaxing taxi rules 


The Competition Bureau says 
local regulations on the taxi 
industry need to be overhauled 
to deal with new competition 
from alternatives like the ride- 
hailing service Uber. 

New competitors have 
gained market share by 
undercutting the fixed prices 
of existing cabs and skirting 
regulations for the industry. 

The bureau says that has cre¬ 
ated an uneven playing field, 
and cities and provinces should 
balance the scales by easing 
rules on taxis rather than look¬ 
ing to increase regulations. 

Canadians spent almost $1.2 
billion on taxis in 2014. A re¬ 
port prepared by Ottawa’s local 
authorities in October found 
Uber prices average around 
36 per cent less than a com¬ 
parable cab fare. 

Cities control taxi licensing 
and the number of taxi per¬ 
mits, and in some areas the 
value of a so-called taxi plate 
has reached six digits. The Ot¬ 
tawa report found the cost of a

Those sales 
weren’t a factor in Turing’s 
pricing strategy, chief market¬ 
ing officer Nancy Retzlaff said 
Wednesday. 

Imprimis CEO Mark Baum 
said Wednesday orders are 
pouring in for its version of 
Daraprim from doctors, and 
the company has dispensed 
more than 2,500 capsules since

Treat charity like 
an investment

Study groups 
before making 
eontribution^ 
experts say 

More than nine in 10 Can¬ 
adians follow the example 
of reformed miser Ebenezer 
Scrooge and give to charity 
eveiy year, but experts advise 
noting his tightwad ways and 
treating those charitable dona¬ 
tions like an investment. 

Philanthropy professionals 
and charity watchdogs say that 
as the holiday season nears and 
the airwaves fill with messages 
of altruism, you should still 
analyze your chosen charities 
the same way you would re¬ 
search the purchase of mutual 
funds or property. 

Financial adviser Kate Ba- 
hen, managing director of 
watchdog group Charity In¬ 
telligence Canada, says key 
things to look for include 
whether the charity’s finan¬ 


cial statements are audited 
and up-to-date, if the charity 
has an independent oversight 
board, and if it spends more on 
programs than administration 
and fundraising. 

“People need to look at that 
giving as an investment,” she 
says. “If they could bring that 
business brain to the giving 
table, I think that’s where we 
would see such huge change 
in Canada for the good.” 

Financial planner Cynthia 
Kett says it’s best to form long¬ 
term relationships with char¬ 
ities that share your values, 
instead of doling out smaller 
gifts throughout the year. 

“I think it’s useful to be stra¬ 
tegic in your giving,” she says. 

When it comes to taxes, Kett 
says it’s important to under¬ 
stand the nuances of the char¬ 
itable giving tax credit. 

Because the first $200 has a 


lower credit, married couples 
can save a little money by com¬ 
bining their donations on one 
return and having the higher- 
income spouse claim the credit. 

Kett says Canadians should 
report their charitable dona¬ 
tions every year, but can hold 
off on claiming for up to five 
years in order to maximize 
their returns. You can also use 
your spouse’s unclaimed char¬ 
itable donations towards your 
returns. 

Sandra Miniutti, chief finan¬ 
cial officer of American watch¬ 
dog group Charity Navigator, 
says that over the last decade, 
more charities have begun to 
measure the impact of their 
work and publicize the results. 

She says those looking to 
give should make sure their 
chosen charity is monitoring 
the outcome of its work.

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If we think outside 
the mailbox, we can 
build real community

Can we talk about community 
mailboxes? 

By now you've no doubt 
picked your side, either with 
the robot-loving erstwhile PM 
and his ugly, grey mailbox 
banks, or with the more 
robust-haired champion of 
door-to-door delivery. 

But the election is over and 
the outcome is clear: Com¬ 
munity mailboxes are out. So 
why now talk of sides? Don't 
we have more pressing con¬ 
cerns? The phase-out of home 
delivery has been scrapped 
in mid-flow: in 2014, Canada 
Post converted 100,000 ad¬ 
dresses to community boxes; 
in 2015, it had planned to 
do 900,000 more. At least 
460,000 of those conver¬ 
sions were already underway, 
meaning there must be tens of 
thousands of community mail¬ 
boxes sitting in warehouses, 
destined for the garbage heap 
and the "sunk costs" column. 

What if "community mail¬ 
boxes" isn't an oxymoron? 

Don't get me wrong. I, like 
you, have seen the prophyl¬ 
actic maple-leaf decal and 
the back-angled roof meant 
to protect the boxes from 
snow and rain while making 
no such accommodation for 
users. They don't just look 
like they were designed by a 
committee of engineers; they 
actually were. Plus, I love my 
mail carrier. 

Here's the thing, though: In 
an era of Facetime and deliv¬ 
ery drones, communication is 
at a crossroads, if not a crisis. 


This should be an opportunity 
to rethink, not sentimentalize. 

I recently met with the gov¬ 
ernor general at the Centre for 
Social Innovation in Toronto, 
and he noted that when a 
group of people picks up mail 
in a central place, they create 
a little community. I led a 
workshop this summer on this 
point: how to turn these boxes 
into community assets. Even¬ 
tually we were contacted by 
a Canada Post representative, 
who said, "We are listening." 
But listening is not enough. 

In urban centres and 
suburbs, where the commun¬ 
ity-mailbox fight has been 
fiercest, there remains, despite 
bars and bookstores, a need 
for places to gather 'round. A 
shared box could become a 
mini town square: a place to 
pick up news, ideas and seeds 
for the garden. 

Or what if we got rid of the 
boxes but kept the idea of 
central mail pickup? What if 
packages flowed in and out of 
your local coffee shop? What 
if Canada Post stores sold 
vintage stamps, postcards 
and stationery? What if the 
postal workers were trained in 
community policing and home 
care? What if getting the mail 
meant leaving your house, 
looking up from your phone 
and finding common ground? 

"Stop right there!" you say. 
We can't afford to play and ex¬ 
periment. I say we can't afford 
not to. It's with what-ifs that 
we start a process of thinking 
outside the slanty-roofed box 
and remaking our country.

Actor doesn’t 
see his status as

At the 2012 Canadian premier 
of The Woman in Black a young 
woman yelled, “1 love you!” as 
Daniel Radclifife and 1 took the 
stage to introduce the film. 

“I love you too,” he replied 
with a smirk. “But 1 think we 
should see other people.” 

The audience laughed but 
probably missed the double 
meaning of his comment. For 
ten years Radclifife was the face 
of Hariy Potter, one of the big¬ 
gest grossing movie franchises 
ever. Potter ended in 2011 (for 
Radclifife, anyway) and the ac¬ 
tor has moved on, and hopes 
his audience will follow along. 

This week he’s taking on 
another classic character, one 
played in the past by everyone 
from Bela Lugosi to Marty Feld¬ 
man. In Victor Frankenstein he 
transcends Igor’s traditional, 
“Yes master,” function to be¬ 
come the movie’s moral com¬ 
pass and emotional core. A re¬ 
imagining of the Frankenstein 
story that focuses on the men 
rather than the monster, it’s 
a change of pace from an ac¬ 
tor who likes to shake it up, 
career-wise. 

“I want to try my hand at 
as many things as possible,” 



he told me in 2014. “Having 
played one character for a veiy 
long time, that builds up in 
you a desire to play a num¬ 
ber of different characters and 
do as much different work as 
you can. 1 like that you can’t 
predict what my next thing is 
going to be.” 

Since Potter wrapped he has 
kept audiences guessing. From 
the Gothic horror of Woman in 


Black and The F Word’s light 
romance to a biographical look 
at the Beat Generation in Kill 
Your Darlings and the twisted 
morality of Horns, the only 
predictable thing about his 
career is its unpredictability. 

“It’s about finding out what 
I’m good at, finding out which 
things 1 prefer doing because 
I’ve only done Potter up until 
a few years ago, so now this 


period is really me going, Tf 1 
had my choice.’ 

Being that 1 do have a sem¬ 
blance of control over my ca¬ 
reer, — which most actors my 
age don’t — I feel 1 might not 
always have this opportunity 
to tiy loads of different things.” 

Radclifife credits working 
with the likes of Alan Rickman, 
Gaiy Oldman and David Ten¬ 
nant on the Potter films with 


giving him some perspective 
on how to manage his career. 

“The defining feature of 
Alan, Gary, David and many 
more that I’ve worked with, is 
that they never want to stop 
learning,” Radclifife told me 
during an interview for The 
Women in Black. 

“They never feel they are 
finished. Alan Rickman is con¬ 
stantly tiying to get better and

refined. When you see that in 
someone who is A) Brilliant 
and B) 30 years older than 
you, it’s veiy inspiring to see 
they have gone through their 
whole careers and never been 
satisfied.” 

Radclifife has perspective on 
where he’d like his career to 
go, but what about the fame 
that came along with play¬ 
ing Harry Potter? The next 
day after The Woman in Black 
premier 1 asked him about the 
screaming fans that greeted 
him and what that does to 
his ego. 

“The thing you have to re¬ 
mind yourself is that it’s not 
about me. It’s about the fact 
that I played this character 
who became beloved. Anyone 
who took on this character 
would be getting this reaction. 
When I’m home, smoking a 
cigarette and it’s cold and I’m 
eating half a pizza — you have 
to take a picture of yourself 
then and play it to yourself 
when you’re on the red car¬ 
pets and go, ‘Yeah, you’re not 
all that.’”

When Peter Sohn joined Pixar 
Studios 15 years ago as a stoiy 
artist on Finding Nemo, he 
would’ve never dreamed that 
he’d someday be directing his 
veiy own movie. Even now, with 
his debut family epic The Good 
Dinosaur, he’s quick to give 
credit to the animation empire. 

“People at Pixar — they real¬ 
ly support you,” said Sohn in 
Toronto about his quick rise 
through various departments at 



the animation house. “1 remem¬ 
ber working in L.A. and when 
you were done with a project, 
you were laid off. That’s not 
the case at Pixar — once you’re 
done with a project, you’re able 
to move to another project (and) 
it becomes more about doing 
your best.” 

For Sohn, his finest work in¬ 
cluded important contributions 
to such box-office hits as The 
Incredibles and Monsters Uni¬ 
versity — not to mention lend¬ 
ing voice work to supporting 
characters in such films as Os- 
car-winner Ratatouille. 

“In the story department, 
you’re always pitching your 
scenes so you’re doing the 
voices,” admitted Sohn about 
how he stumbled into voice 
work as well as an animation. 
“It does give you a lot of learn¬ 
ing too (for) directing other 
people.” 

The truth is. The Good Dino¬ 


saur relies heavily on Sohn’s 
personal experiences as well 
as his professional success. Set 
within the premise that dino¬ 
saurs never went extinct, Sohn’s 
feature follows the Jurassic jour¬ 
ney of a stray Apatosaurus tiy- 
ing to overcome his fears while 
trekking home with a young 
Neanderthal amigo. 

“It didn’t set out to be a paral¬ 
lel but it became that,” admitted 
Sohn. Like most good fantasy, 
the film’s themes echo real hfe. 
After all, Arlo the Apatosaurus’s 
challenge to find out what he’s 
really made of mirrors Sohn’s 
struggles with his own self- 
confidence as a young Korean 
immigrant artist in America. 

“When fear stops me from 
doing what 1 need to do; when 1 
feel like Tm not worth an5^hing 
(and) I’m trying to find a way 
to get through it,” explained 
Sohn. “It was always the love 
of movies and the love of my

family and people around me — 
there was always that answer. 
What a simple concept — you 
can’t get rid of fear but you can 
always get through it.” 


VICTOR FRANKENSTEIN 

Radcliffe, McAvoy 
talk fresh starts 


In Victor Frankenstein, James 
McAvoy and Daniel RadcMe join 
a long tradition of actors, usually 
British (or Scottish), playing Maiy 
Shelley’s mad scientist and his 
assistant. But they are the first to 
play with this dynamic: Instead 
of Frankenstein’s lowly, hunch¬ 
backed helper, Igor is a dandy 
and a medical genius in his own 
regard. It also allowed the two 
actors to goof around on the set 
of a particularly nutty what-if. 

This is your first time work¬ 
ing together but you seem to 
have a mutual admiration. So 
what was your relationship 
likeonset.^ 

James McAvoy: When 1 have 
to work with people 1 don’t 
hke, and 1 think tiiey are really 
horrible. 1 generally never 
argue with them either. We 
got on really well. There was 
no arguing. 

Daniel Raddifife: Yeah. 1 think 
that the image people have of 
actors being like constantly at 
war with each other isn’t gen¬ 
erally the case. 

We are all going to die some¬ 
day. Would you like to be 
raised from the dead by some 
genius.^ 


R: Yeah, as long as I’m the only 
one. (Laughs) And he won’t 
do it to eveiybody, so that 
there are lots of dead walking 
around. I’d like to think about 
myself as special. 

At the beginning ofthe film, 
Daniel’s eharaeter doesn’t 
have a name. Do you know 
this feeling.^ Have you ever 
wanted to start anew.> 

R: As actors we put a mask 
on and become nobody and 
anonymous in that way. In 
real life, you often don’t want 
to be well known nor famous, 
and sometimes 1 remember 1 
didn’t want to be an actor any 
more. 

M: The nice thing about being 
an actor is that on eveiy single 
job, it’s like a clean slate — a 
new director, new crew, may 
be even a new country, new 
language, all that kind of stuff 

And you kind of go, “Al¬ 
right, that last job was a f—ing 
nightmare.” 

Maybe 1 wasn’t who 1 want¬ 
ed to be or wasn’t at my best. 
But what is great about acting 
is that you are not pretending 
to be someone else but try to 
be your better self

The Rocky series gets a semi-spinoff with Creed. And for the first time, Sylvester Stallone's storied 
underdog isn't the centrepiece. This one follows Apollo Creed's son, Adonis, with Rocky as his mentor. 

So how does it stack up to the others? Here are our five favourite Rocky films. MATT PRIGGE/mETRO NEW YORK 



O Rocky (1976) 


Along with Jaws the year prior and Star Wars the year after, the first Rocky is often credited with 
helping break the gritty, downer streak that had come to somewhat (if by no means entirely) 
dominate Hollywood in the '70s. But it's still pretty downer and gritty, and it doesn't end with 
our palooka pugilist even winning. What its many, many knockoffs get wrong is that it's not just 
about the melodrama and a cheer-able close. Sylvester Stallone's Rocky really has his hills and 
valleys before he hits the mountaintop. Also often neglected: Stallone's performance, which is 
so lived-in, so lively, so genuinely lovable that it's easy to take for granted.

o Rocky II (1979) 


In the first Rocky, Balboa felt so vivid it would be a shame to let him go. Though technically Rocky II 
is a rematch movie, pitting him back against Weathers' Apollo, it also seriously considers what would 
happen to a Regular Joe like Rocky. After an initial flush of fame and money, he winds up forgotten 
round. It's not a perfect film, and the protracted Adrian-in-a-coma stretch is one twist too many. 


O Creed (2015) 

The first movie to feature Stallone's Rocky with¬ 
out being written (and in four cases, directed) by 
Stallone, Creed is technically fan-fiction, cour¬ 
tesy Fruitvale Station maker Ryan Coogler. But 
it balances honouring the classics with being its 
own thing, feeling fresh even when it's pounding 
out a classic training montage or a big climactic 
bout. Michael B. Jordan's Adonis — the aspiring 
boxer son of dead-and-gone Rocky rival-turned- 
bud Apollo Creed — may be the lead, but Rocky 
doesn't just pass the torch. Even after four dec¬ 
ades, Stallone is able to find new notes inside a 
character who has aged from Rocky from the 
block to a superstar, back to a guy who's back on 
the block, mourning the many who've passed on. 



O Rocky III (1982) 

The sequels — before the genuinely melancholic 
revival Rocky Balboa in 2005 — turned increas¬ 
ingly silly and outsized to match a star who him¬ 
self turned silly and outsized. The third is at least 
deeply entertaining, no less because it has a vil¬ 
lain — Mr. T's Clubber Lang — whose personality 
is so big and charismatic he threatens to hijack 
the entire franchise. At least Stallone the director 
had evolved. He was among the first in Hollywood 
to adopt a punchier MTV esthetic to mainstream 
filmmaking (and thus made the movies shorter by 
about 20 minutes). As Matt Zoller Seitz illustrated 
in a video piece about Stallone's filmmaking, the 
difference between the sleepier '70s training mon¬ 
tages of II and the jazzed-up one in III is chasmic. 




O Rocky Balboa (2006) 

The '90s were spotty for Stallone, and the first 
half of the '00s were abysmal, the star bottoming 
out with DTV fare like Avenging Angelo and the 
disastrous (and disastrously titled) Eye See You. 
You could cynically say he was just being cynical 
when he dusted Rocky off (and then Rambo, too), 
but he took the return seriously, in part because 
he wanted to give a noble send-off to a charac¬ 
ter who'd gone out like a chump in the little-loved 
Rocky V. Balboa is in many ways stubborn: at 
times sleepy and old-fashioned, even spotty, but 
it's also deeply felt. Even its appropriations of the 
original, including the same ending, feel sincere, 
devoted to a character who feels as real as Stal¬ 
lone himself, if not more so.

Ishtar Falafel 



It’s not often that you say to 
your partner, “Honey, how 
about we watch Ishtar to¬ 
night!” 

Even unlikeher? The re¬ 
sponse: “The 1987 critical and 
commercial flop starring Dus¬ 
tin Hoflinan and Warren Beat¬ 
ty and written and directed by 
Elaine May? Uh, yes, please!” 

Let me explain how we got 
there: After passing back and 
forth last Sunday’s New York 
Times Magazine cover story. 
The Women of Hollywood 
Speak Out by Maureen Dowd, 
we were puzzled. Not by the 
infuriating stats — only 1.9 
per cent of the 100 top gross¬ 
ing films from 2013 and 2014 


were directed by women, for 
example — but by the con¬ 
flicting thesis and conclusion. 

There’s nostalgia for a 
time when old Hollywood 
churned out roles for comph- 
cated, messy women — when 
“Hollywood moguls actually 
cared about art.” There’s 
admiration for women, hke 
Transparent’s Jill Soloway and 
Girls’ Lena Dunham, who are 
making female-driven shows; 
praise for producers who are 
championing women’s voices 
and stories; and lamentations 
by the hkes of Penny Marshall 
for studios’ love of Superman 
and Batman. 

Yes, yes and yes! I thought. 
Hollywood doesn’t want you 
pulhng up a chair at their buf¬ 
fet of insipid entertainment, 
ladies? Then start cooking 
up something new and im¬ 
proved! 

But then, the stoiy ends 
with a 35-year-oId female 
director asking “Why can’t I 


direct Superman?” 

So the solution for more 
female driven projects is to 
have a woman helm another 
Superman? That will solve 
the gender imbalance in 
Hollywood? Won’t that just 
reinforce the infantihzing 
trends that seem to dominate 
North American culture? 

“Joining men in the race 
to the bottom in terms of the 
culture might be equitable,” 
my partner Simon argued. 


“but it’s not enhghtened. If 
women aspire towards parity 
in the Hollywood superhero 
genre. I’m not so sure I’d call 
it an achievement.” 

But it was a quote from a 
young female director about 
women not being able to 
recover after a flop the way 
male directors do that turned 
light bulbs on over our heads: 
“These dudes, man,” Leslye 
Headland, who “wants to be 
a Martin Scorsese” — and not 


just a female version — told 
Dowd. “Spielberg and Cas¬ 
savetes and Woody Allen have 
all made some unwatchable 
movies. But it’s Elaine May 
and Ishtar you remember. It’s 
not Elaine May’s fault. Poor 
Elaine.” 

Although post-Ishtar she’s 
written some superb scripts, 
including Primaiy Colours 
and the Birdcage, May hasn’t 
directed a movie since. 

“If all of the people who 
hate Ishtar had seen it,” May 
said in 2006, “I would be a 
rich woman today.” 

So, that’s how we got to 
Ishtar, which we’d never seen. 
And ^ess what? We loved it. 
(Martin Scorsese does, too.) 
The film, about two hilari¬ 
ously talentless lounge singers 
who perform in Morocco and 
get involved in a plot to over¬ 
throw the government in the 
fictional neighbouring coun¬ 
try of Ishtar, was far fimnier 
than our controversial dinner. 

I said I’d bring home falafel. 
Simon said falafel isn’t Moroc¬ 
can. I said no kidding. But Ish¬ 
tar isn’t even a real place so 
we can eat whatever we want. 
Just as long as we tip our hats 
to Elaine May.

It’s been over a decade since 
Sex and the City ended its 
run on HBO and while the hit 
television series’ stars have 
remained shrouded in the 
shadow of its success, Cyn¬ 
thia Nixon is finally stepping 
into the spotlight. 

Starring in a forthcoming 


biopic about poet Emily Dick¬ 
inson and recurring as a ther¬ 
apist in the upcoming season of 
Showtime’s hit drama The Af¬ 
fair, the SATC actress is finally 
breaking out from being only 
recognized as Miranda Hobbes. 

“It was a great time in just 
about every way,” recalled Nix¬ 
on recently of the classic series. 

“Least of which was how 
deliciously the scripts were 
written and all the fun things 
you got to do. Its fun to have 
an ensemble like that (when) 
you mesh so well.” 

However, once the series 
ended, the twice-Emmy win¬ 
ning star found herself tiying 
to shake the tyranny of type¬ 
casting. Instead of simply tak¬ 
ing easy money because produ¬ 
cers “think you should be doing 


romantic parts,” Nixon chose 
to be cautiously selective — a 
choice that’s finally pa 3 dng off. 

“I’ll be 50 next year and the 
thing about getting older is 
there are fewer parts but the 
good news is, if you can get 
them, they’re really interest¬ 
ing,” said Nixon. 

Specifically, she cites her 
latest portrayal as a terminal- 
ly-ill mother dealing with a 
slouch son in the award-win¬ 
ning drama, James White — a 
role that’s even drawing early 
Oscar buzz. 

“When (producers) make 
movies about people dying 
of diseases, a common trap 
is that they set up a very two- 
dimensional character and 
then it’s all about the disease,” 
said Nixon, humbly crediting 


her positive reviews to film¬ 
maker Josh Mond. 

“People are veiy moved by 
the story (and) what’s wonder¬ 
ful is how personally it hits 
people.” 

But James White also struck 
Nixon intimately. 

Just before shooting the film, 
her own mother succumbed 
to cancer — a somber circum¬ 
stance that only informed and 
emboldened her even more to 
the character. 

“I would’ve taken the part 
regardless of the situation but 
because of my situation, I was 
better equipped to do it,” ad¬ 
mitted Nixon. 

“So even though it was of 
course sad at times, I think 
making the movie made me 
feel closer to my mother.”

Tom Holland dug into his music¬ 
al theatre roots, and his acrobatic 
skills, to land the role of the next 
Spider-Man. 

The 19-year-old played Billy 
Elliott on London’s West End so 
when he was preparing an au¬ 
dition tape, he put his physical 
abilities to good use. 

“I basically did a somersault 
into frame and a somersault out 
of frame and I was like, ‘They 
may never see this but if they 
do I need them to know that 
I’ve got some gymnastics abil¬ 
ities and stuff,”’ the actor said 
during a recent interview. “And 
eveiy tape I sent in I always did a 
little acrobatic demo to tiy and 
convince them to give me the 
role,” he said, laughing. 

Holland spoke about the 
breakout role while promoting 
In the Heart of the Sea, opening 
Dec. 11, a Ron Howard sea sur¬ 
vival film based on a non-fiction 
book of the same name. Holland 
plays a young cabin boy on a 
whaling ship in the 1800s that is 
hit by a buU sperm whale which 
splits the boat in half The crew 
is then shipwrecked at sea for 90 
days where they must resort to 
cannibalism to survive.

LAWSUIT 

Porsche sued in Walker death 


Paul Walker’s father is suing 
Porsche for negligence and 
wrongful death Wednesday over 
the 2013 accident that killed the 
Fast & Furious star. 

Walker’s father, who is the 
executor of his son’s estate, filed 
the lawsuit claiming that the 
Porsche Carrera GT that his son 
was riding in lacked safety fea¬ 
tures that could have saved the 
actor’s life. 

The lawsuit cites features in¬ 
cluded in other pending lawsuits 
against the automaker over the 
crash that might have saved the 
actor’s life, including a stabil¬ 
ity control system, side-door re¬ 


inforcements and a breakaway 
fuel line to help prevent the car 
from bursting into flames after 
a collision. 

Walker was on a break from 
filming the seventh film in the 
Fast & Furious franchise when he 
was killed. He was riding in the 
Carrera GT driven by friend and 
business associate Roger Rodas 
when the car spun out of con¬ 
trol, struck three trees and burst 
into flames on a street in Santa 
Clarita, Calif The lawsuit seeks 
unspecified damages. 

Rodas’ widow, Kristine, who 
has a pending claim against 
Porsche in federal court, also 


filed a wrongful death lawsuit 
against the carmaker in state 
court on Wednesday. 

An after-hours message sent 
to Porsche seeking comment 
was not immediately returned. 

The car company has denied 
in other lawsuits, including one 
filed by the actor’s daughter, 
that it is responsible for Walk¬ 
er’s death. 

On Nov. 12, Porsche stated in 
a court filing that the Carrera 
GT had been altered and im¬ 
properly maintained and those 
factors contributed to the deaths 
of Walker and Rodas.

For a brief time Dalton Trumbo 
was the highest paid writer in 
Hollywood, which also meant 
he was the highest paid writer 
in the world. 

He was a family man, a 
wealthy and proud American 
communist whose career was 
sidelined by The Motion Picture 
Alliance for the Preservation of 
American Ideals. 

A new film called Trumbo, 
starring Breaking Bad’s Biyan 
Cranston, tells the stoiy of how 
the Academy Award winning 
screenwriter was reduced to 
penning scripts for b-movies 
like The Alien and the Farm Girl. 

“Under the first amendment 
you have the right to free speech 
and Trumbo felt very strongly 
about that,” says Cranston. 

“He thought it was un-Amer¬ 


ican and unconstitutional for 
the House Un-American Activ¬ 
ities Committee to hold these 
hearings and demand under 
threat of contempt of Congress 
that people answer these ques¬ 
tions. 

The questions were things 
like: Are you now or have you 


ever been a member of the Com¬ 
munist Party? And, if so, to save 
yourself, renounce it now and 
tell us who else was a member. 

The committee wanted these 
people to give names so they 
could go after more people. 

“It’s fundamentally wrong 
and he felt that was wrong and 


unconstitutional to ask that 
question,” says Cranston of 
Trumbo’s reaction. 

Trumbo didn’t name names 
and paid a heavy price, losing 
his lofty Hollywood perch and 
almost his family. 

“In a way I relate to Trumbo,” 
says Cranston, but admits he’s 


not sure what he would do if 
his career was ever placed in a 
similar kind of jeopardy. 

“What would you do if they 
subpoenaed you and said, ‘We 
want to know who else likes 
baseball? Who is it?’ Would you 
point the finger at other people 
who found enjoyment out of 


playing baseball? 

“Of course I would love to 
think I would be honourable 
and not do it, but I have to be 
honest and say, that’s a hypo¬ 
thetical. I think I would be re¬ 
sistant to that pressure and per¬ 
haps even pay the price, but do 
I know for sure? No. 

“I don’t know for a certainty 
because I’m not faced with it.” 

After wrapping his five- 
season career-making run as 
Breaking Bad’s Walter White, 
Cranston has kept busy, win¬ 
ning a Tony Award for playing 
Lyndon B. Johnson on Broad¬ 
way in All the Way and has 
eight films in various stages 
of completion. He made time 
for Trumbo because “the story 
itself is brilliant and that is 
the first thing I look for,” but 
admits he’s gotten picky about 
the parts he plays. 

“I don’t want to now take a 
job for money. I take jobs be¬ 
cause I’m attracted to them by 
the creative element or because 
it challenges me in some way 
and my agents are incentiv- 
ized to work out the best deal 
they can. 

“I don’t want to portray this 
idea that I’m just about the art. 
I’ve been poor and I’ve been rich 
and rich is better.”

Director, star 
discuss brutal 
challenges of 
making film 

Filming the harrowing wilder¬ 
ness epic The Revenant was 
like “rock climbing without a 
rope,” director Alejandro Gon¬ 
zalez Inarritu (Birdman) told a 
crowd at one of the first public 


screenings of the film. “There 
is no way down,” Inarritu said. 
“You have to go up or you die. 
There was no choice for us.” 

After the credits rolled and 
the audience stood up to cheer, 
Inarritu was joined on the Sam¬ 
uel Goldwyn Theatre stage at 
the Academy of Motion Pic¬ 
ture Arts and Sciences by star 
Leonardo DiGaprio and other 
members of his filmmaking 
team, who braved a brutal 
British Columbia winter to 
shoot the film this past year. 


He put the final touches on the 
film last week for its limited 
release on Dec. 25 followed 
by a nationwide expansion 
in Januaiy. 

Set in 1823, The Revenant, 
based on a 2002 novel by Mi¬ 
chael Punke, follows Hugh 
Glass (DiCaprio) and a team 
of fur trappers on an exped¬ 
ition cut short by a vicious 
ambush — the first scene that 
they shot. Soon after, Hugh is 
mauled by a bear and left for 
dead by his fellow frontiers¬ 


man. He wills himself to sur¬ 
vive and endeavours to enact 
revenge on those who have 
wronged him. 

“This is a very linear, 
straightforward, brilliantly 
simplistic screenplay... we 
wanted to find the poetry in 
between that,” DiCaprio said 
of his performance, which re¬ 
quires very little dialogue for 
a 151 minute movie. “It was 
about us immersing ourselves 
in nature and putting ourselves 
as close as we could to the 


struggle of these people and 
finding the through-line in 
that process.” 

That immersion wasn’t 
exactly a pleasant experience 
all of the time. Shooting The 
Revenant was a feat unlike that 
of any other film, with elab¬ 
orate rehearsals and prepara¬ 
tion months out only to have 
minutes to shoot on the day. 

“It’s all a beautiful blur to 
me,” DiCaprio said, likening 
executing Inarritu’s long shots 
to performing theatre every 


day. “You have to rehearse me¬ 
ticulously and then it’s a mad, 
intense scramble to capture 
this magic light, this precious 
hour and a half.” 

The tension of getting the 
shot right translates into the 
movie and the performances, 
DiCaprio said and was a bond¬ 
ing element between the cast 
and crew. 

“This is the most difficult 
film, I think, that any of us 
have ever done.” the associ¬

gender and sexuality weren’t 
related.” 

Redmayne said he spent 
months researching his char¬ 
acter and LGBT issues. 

“There hasn’t been much 
progress except in the last 
few years, where there has 
been a sea change,” Red¬ 
mayne said. 

That change is reflected in 
a number of TV series that 
deal with transgender issues, 
like Transparent and Orange 
is The New Black, and the 
publicized transition earlier 
this year of Caitlyn Jenner.

The Danish Girl, a film about 
transgender pioneer Lili Elbe, 
hits U.S. theatres this week, 
riding on a wave of growing 
cultural awareness and media 
attention on LGBT issues.

There’s strictly armchair 
travel involved for Nat Geo 
Wild’s live telecasts from Sabi 
Sands, a private game reserve 
in South Africa’s Kruger Nation¬ 
al Park that’s likely to dazzle 
even from a distance. 

The no-sweat safaris, which 
begin Friday night, will offer 
“a real-time experience trans¬ 
porting viewers to a place they 
all want to go but may not have 
the opportunity,” said Geoff 
Daniels, head of Nat Geo Wild. 

“That we can beam audi¬ 
ences half a world away into 
the African bush is magical and 
stunning,” said Daniels. 

It’s hard to fault his enthusi¬ 
asm. Painstaking planning, skil¬ 
ful use of technology and help¬ 
ful time zones will combine to 
bring one of Africa’s largest 
game reserves, home to lions, 
leopards, elephants and more, 
to U.S. viewers. 

Safaris typically are con¬ 
ducted at dawn, when the sun 
is coming up and animals are 
most active, and at dusk, Dan¬ 
iels said, making the telecasts 
relatively easy to schedule. 

The excursions will air 11 
p.m. to midnight EST Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday, with two- 
hour da 3 f ime specials at 9 a.m. 
EST daily from Saturday to Fri¬ 
day, Dec. 4. 



“It’s hugely exciting,” he said 
by phone from Namibia, which 
borders South Africa. “We’re 
opening up beautiful areas to 
potentially millions of people, 
and those people will form 
bonds with the environment 
because they’re experiencing 
it in such a real way.” 

While Daniels calls the sa¬ 
faris the cherry on top of Big 
Cat Week, there are other nota¬ 
ble programs.

Friday, which showcas¬ 
es the Teton Cougar Project 
in Wyoming, a study by the 
wild cats conservation group 
Panthera. 

As with the safaris, technol¬ 
ogy is key to Cougars Under¬ 
cover. Sophisticated cameras 
provide access to the cats in 
a “non-invasive way,” Dan¬ 
iels said, following 
two mountain 
lion moms 
and their 


cubs and documenting the cou¬ 
gar population’s challenges. 

Other Big Cat Week pro¬ 
grams include The Lakeshore 
Killers, 9 p.m. EST Saturday, 
about a trio of male African 
lions coming of age, and The 
Ultimate Predator, 10 p.m. EST 
Sunday, a look at who rules 
among the dozens of cat spe¬ 
cies. 

Nat Geo Wild’s goal is to 
entertain and enlighten, Dan¬ 
iels said. 

“It’s our mission to deliver 
things like this (safari) experi¬ 
ence ... and transport people 
into areas we really want them 
to care about,” he said. “We’re 
tiying to get people to fall in 
love with animals and do a bet¬ 
ter job of taking care of them 
around the world.”

The camera deplo 3 mient will 
allow viewers to see evei^dhing 
they would if physically in the 
reserve, and in “full-blown HD” 
to boot, Daniels said. Drones 
will add overhead camera 
angles to add “a sense of the 
scale, scope and of action ... 
from a diferent perspective.” 

There’s an online component 
as well, including the opportun¬ 
ity to ask questions via Twitter 


of the safari guides, who will 
respond during the telecasts, 
and an online bingo game with 
an actual safari as the prize. 

Nat Geo, with producing 
partner Wild Earth, has been 
showing live safaris online 
for the past year and fine-tun¬ 
ing the process, Daniels said.

TOURISM DRAW 

Plenty of love 
for movie saga 
in resurgent city 

It is a classic slice of pop his- 
toiy: Sylvester Stallone — a.k.a. 
“Rocky” —jogging up the steps 
of the art museum in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

For four decades, the boxing 
saga whose latest chapter hit 
U.S. screens Wednesday, helped 
put Philly on the map. 

The 72 “Rocky Steps” — as 
they are known — are an ir¬ 
resistible draw to tourists who 
come to mimic the iconic scene 
from the Oscar-winning 1976 
movie about an aspirational 
boxer named Rocky Balboa. 

“The Rocky movie series has 
been an incredible part of the 
history and the legacy of the 
city Philadelphia,” Mayor Mi¬ 
chael Nutter told AFP. “I mean 
this has been going on for 30 
years now. It’s a part of us and 
we are a part of it.” 

At the foot of the famed steps 
towers a 10-foot bronze statue 
of Rocky, commissioned by the 
saga’s star and creator Stallone 
for Rocky III and donated to the 
city after the shoot. 


On a crisp fall day, Agga 
Dharma, a Buddhist monk 
newly arrived from Myanmar, 
waits in turn with a dozen tour¬ 
ists to snap a sehie beside it. Yes, 
he says. Rocky is a phenomenon 
in his native Burma too. 

The statue is Philly’s most 
asked-about landmark behind 
the Liberty Bell, a symbol of the 
birth of the United States, says 
Anne McGuigan, a volunteer at 
the tourist office. 

Visitors can pick up Rocky- 
themed maps guiding them to 
the steps and statue, hut also a 
dozen locations from the Ital¬ 
ian market, home to Esposito’s 
Butcher shop, to Pat’s King of 
Steaks — the Philly cheesesteak 
sandwich spot — or the Penn’s 
landing waterfront. 

“The Rocky movie series,” 
says Nutter, “put Philadelphia 
on the international map. For 
that, we’re veiy proud and veiy 
grateful.” 

Now Creed is hitting screens 
just in time for U.S. Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. The saga’s seventh instal¬ 
ment sees Stallone return as 
the veteran Balboa, called out 
of retirement to mentor the son 
of a late friend and boxing rival. 

Restored pride 

Rocky’s popularity is not uni¬ 


versal in Philly. Some here see 
the franchise, aheady spun out 
across five sequels and a Broad¬ 
way musical, as having run its 
course long ago. 

“Some people like it, some 
people don’t,” said Jordan 
Morinich, an employee at Es¬ 
posito’s, of the phenomenon. 
“All the shops used to have a 
picture of him inside. We never 
had one. I don’t think it changes 
anything for business.” 

The Rocky statue was origin¬ 
ally located at the top of the 
famous steps, but had to be 
moved after locals complained 
it was inappropriate outside a 
museum. 

But in Pennsylvania’s largest 
city. Rocky still gets a lot of love. 

“When it first came out, it 
restored pride to the city,” said 
Vince Giaccobi, who grew up in 
Philadelphia. “In the ’70s and 
’80s, the city wasn’t where it 
needed to be,” he said, referring 
to its reputation as a blue-collar, 
struggling town. 

These days, it is a city on the 


move, something of a boom 
town. Largely neglected for dec¬ 
ades, its downtown has been 
revitalized, and bristles with 
new restaurants, bars and con¬ 
struction projects. 

Poverty remains a concern, 
with a citywide level among 
the 10 highest in the country. 
But economic growth is solid. 

“It’s changed a lot. Now it’s 
more culturally oriented. I think 
it’s for the better,” Giacobbi 
said. 

Craig Scheffer, executive 
director at the city’s Develop¬ 
ment Workshop, which acts as 
a bridge between government 
and the private sector, says tax 
benefits in 1997 were critical to 
the downtown rebirth. 

Developers began investing 
massively and by 2008, cable 
giant Comcast was moving into 
its new headquarters there. Big 
growth at the city’s big three 
universities — Penn, Drexel 
and Temple — also has been 
a driving factor, according to 
Scheffer, the associated press

A history of Grey Cup halftime 
shows from Luha to Fall Out Boy

Sunday marks the 103rd edition 
of what some stiU caU The Great 
National Drunk. And while the 
Grey Gup will always be dwarfed 
by the Super Bowl, we Ganadians 
should remember that our game 
was into proper halftime spec¬ 
tacles before the NFL. 

The first two dozen Super 
Bowl halftime shows featured 
little more than marching bands, 
over-produced thematic salutes 
(Hollywood, Mardi Gras, the cast 
of Peanuts) and insulin shock- 
inducing Up with People per¬ 
formers. It wasn’t until 1993 that 
the league got serious, inviting 
Michael Jackson to perform at 
Super Bowl XVII. 

The GFL had already discov¬ 
ered that the Grey Gup halftime 
worked better if the league pre¬ 
sented more than some veiy 
smart dogs doing tricks. 

The modem Grey Gup half¬ 
time show began in W^innipeg in 
1991 when Luba — stiU veiy hot 
with songs like Let It Go — was 
brought in. This was the first Gup 
game to be held in Winnipeg, so

organizers needed to prove that 
playing the game outdoors on 
the Prairies in November wasn’t 
such a bad idea. 

From then on, the Grey Gup 
halftime show became a much 
bigger priority. (There were a few 
duds like 1999’s GFL Gheerleader 
Dance Routines, but never mind.) 

In Toronto in 1992, it was Ge- 
line Dion. Vancouver brought in 
Tom Cochrane in 1994. The Guess 
Who entertained at McMahon 
Stadium in Calgaiy in 2000. Two 


years later in Edmonton, it was 
Shania Twain, followed by Biyan 
Adams and Sam Roberts (Regina, 
2003) and the Tragically Hip (Ot¬ 
tawa, 2004). 

Starting in 2005, organizers 
became open to hiring inter¬ 
national acts, a controversial 
move given that the Grey Cup 
is supposed to be a quintessen- 
tially Canadian experience, but 
the Black Eyed Peas (Vancouver) 
did give the game an enhanced 
sense of prestige, as did Lenny 
Kravitz’s performance in Toronto 
in 2007. 

After that the pendulum 
swung back towards Canadian 
performers: Theory of a Dead- 
man, Suzie McNeil and Andree 
Walters (2008), Blue Rodeo (2009) 
and Bachman & Turner (2010), 
Nickelback (2011), Justin Bieber, 
Gariy Ray Jepson, Marianas 
Trench and, um, Gordon Light- 
foot (2012) and Hedley (2013). 

Now we seem to be into an 
international cycle again. Im¬ 
agine Dragons brought down 
the house in B.C. last year. And 
despite the challenges of booking 
an international band on Amer¬ 
ican Thanksgiving Weekend, Fall 
Out Boy will be at Investors Field 
in Winnipeg this Sunday.

magazine layout without the 
magazine. 

By sharing the photos via so¬ 
cial media, Vergara was able to 
“give fans the best perspective 
on her special day: her own,” 
said Instagram exec Charlton 
Gholson. 

She not only controls the 
narrative, she cultivates an 
image of accessibility, which 
could have an even bigger 
payoff. 

Marketing consultant Dorie 
Clark said the move sends “a 
clear branding signal that you 
are of the people.” 

“Just because magazines 
want to pay you tons of money 
for your photos, you’re not 
succumbing to that,” she said. 
“You’re a regular gal and you’re 
releasing photos on Instagram 
the way your friends do. You’re 
not a spoiled Hollywood star¬ 
let. You’re of the people.” 

That kind of image is more 
fan-friendly — and almost ex¬ 
pected in the era of reality-TV, 
said Bonnie Fuller, editor-in- 
chief of celebrity site Holly- 
woodLife.com. Such accessibil¬ 
ity also fits Vergara’s character 
on Modern Family, Fuller said. 

“People who tune into the 
show love to see her being 
so happy and love to see her 
love stoiy that she found true 
love with Joe Manganiello,” 
she said. 

“She looks so beautiful 
and she’s so excited, and you 
like her even better and you 
can’t wait to see her back 
on her show.” 

Other stars have skipped 
traditional publications 
to bring their personal 
photos straight to the 
people.

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Going barefoot 
for better health 


STUDY 

Shoes can have 
a negative 
impact; report 

Walking barefoot helps to 
improve balance, posture and 
prevent common foot injur¬ 
ies, according to an American 
researcher. 

Patrick McKeon, a profes¬ 
sor at Ithaca College’s School 
of Health Sciences and Hu¬ 
man Performance in New 
York, says that the more 
people go barefoot at home, 
in the office or outside, the 
healthier their feet will be. 
He believes that the small, 
often overlooked muscles 
in the foot play a vital but 
underestimated role in move¬ 
ment and stability, similar 
to the core muscles in the 
abdomen. 

The researcher explained 
their importance by describ¬ 
ing the cycle of feedback 
between the large “extrin¬ 
sic” muscles in the legs and 
feet, the smaller “intrinsic” 
muscles in the feet, and the 
neural connections that send 
information from them to 
the brain. 

When this cycle is broken, 
it can lead to overuse injur¬ 
ies that most athletes are 
familiar with. 

Shoes can also have a nega¬ 
tive effect on this cycle, Mc¬ 
Keon explained. “When you 
put a big sole underneath, 
you put a big dampening 
effect on that information. 
There’s a missing link that 
connects the body with its 
environment.” 


Without the information 
provided by the small mus¬ 
cles in the foot, the larger 
muscles over-compensate 
and over-exert beyond the 
point of their natural abil¬ 
ity to maintain and repair 
themselves. And when these 
muscles are no longer able 
to absorb the forces of activ¬ 
ity, the forces are transferred 
to the tendons, bones and 
ligaments, resulting in an 
increased risk of injury. 

McKeon says that the only 
way of reintroducing this link 
and reactivating the cycle 
is to take off our shoes and 
strengthen the muscles in 
our feet by walking barefoot. 

Exercises consisting of 
shortening the foot by 
squeezing the ball of the foot 
towards the heel can be done 
anywhere at any time. They 
can be particularly benefi¬ 
cial for injuries such as an¬ 
kle sprain and shin splits 
(a wear-and-tear injury that 
is common in dancers and 
gymnasts). 

The professor says that the 
benefits are not just physic¬ 
al, they can also be finan¬ 
cial. Strong feet simply need 
enough support to protect 
them and grip the ground, 
no more than that. No need 
to invest in very expensive 
shoes. 

He also recommends that 
five to 10 per cent of the dis¬ 
tance in a running routine 
should be barefoot, with a 
transition phase using ultra¬ 
light running shoes. 

However, he suggests 
avoiding walking or running 
barefoot in winter, because 
the cold tends to anaesthe¬ 
tize any pain.AFP 


NEUROGASTRONOMY 

How the brain processes flavours 


Neurogastronomy is a rela¬ 
tively new phenomenon in 
the worlds of neurology and 
culinary expertise. It seeks to 
understand taste preferences 
and how the experience of 
eating could be modified by 
factors other than taste and 
smell. 

Neuroscientists at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky in the U.S. 
and a number of renowned 
chefs have undertaken an ex¬ 
periment to see how patients 


with taste impairments could 
recapture the joy of food. They 
announced their conclusions 
at a symposium organized 
by the International Society 
of Neurogastronomy which 
was held in Lexington earlier 
this month. 

During this event, partici¬ 
pants could visit eight tasting 
stations which demonstrated 
how our perception of fla¬ 
vours is not just influenced 
by the palate and the tongue. 


The participants 
covered their 
eyes and 
nose, sniffed 
scent jars, 
and at ate 
while listen¬ 
ing to differ¬ 
ent genres of 
music. 

The aim was to 
explore the possibil¬ 
ities of improving the quality 
of life for patients who had

lost their sense of taste 
or smell as a result of 
chemotherapy, brain 
lesions, a stroke, 
or neurological 
diseases like Alz¬ 
heimer’s and Par¬ 
kinson’s.

Miss World Canada 
denied entry to China

Canada’s Miss World contestant 
says she was barred Thursday 
from entering China to take part 
in this year’s pageant because of 
her outspoken views on human 
rights abuses in the communist 
countiy. 

Anastasia Lin, who was bom 
in China and went to high school 
in the Vancouver area, said in a 
statement on her Facebook page 
that she was unable to board her 
connecting flight from Hong 
Kong to the Chinese resort city 
of Sanya, where the Miss World 
final is taking place Dec. 19. 

The 25-year-old said airline 
staff told her at check-in that she 
needed to speak to an ofiicial in 
Sanya. She said the ofiicial, who 
identified himself only by his 


last name, Chen, seemed to be 
attempting to verify her identify. 
After telling her she wasn’t eli¬ 
gible for a visa, the man refused 
to give a reason then abmptly 
hung up the phone, she said. 

“My denial was unfortunate, 
but not entirely unexpected,” she 
said on Facebook. “The Chinese 
government has barred me from 
the competition for political rea¬ 
sons. They are tiying to pimish 
me for my behefs and prevent 
me from speaking out about hu¬ 
man rights issues.” 

Lin said Thursday’s incident 
confirms her earher suspicions 
that she was being blocked from 
taking part in the international 
beauty pageant. 

On Facebook, she said she is 
the only Miss World contestant 
who did not receive an invita¬ 
tion letter from organizers that 
she needed to apply for a visa. 

“1 was never given an explana¬ 
tion as to why 1 did not receive 
the letter,” she said. “Under Chi¬ 
nese law, however, Canadian 
citizens are ehgible to obtain a 
landing visa upon arrival in San¬ 
ya, so 1 decided to try attending.” 

lin, who made human rights 
part of her winning bid to be¬ 


come Miss World Canada, is 
a follower of the Falun Gong 
meditation practice, which was 
outlawed by China’s ruling Com¬ 
munist Party in 1999. 

In July, she testified before 
the U.S. Congress, telling the 
hearing that tens of thousands 
of Falun Gong practitioners have 
been killed so their organs could 
be harvested and sold for trans¬ 
plants. The actress also plays 
an imprisoned practitioner of 
the outlawed Falun Gong sect 
in upcoming Ganadian movie. 
The Bleeding Edge. 

After she won Miss Canada, lin 
claimed Chinese security agents 
visited her father and forced him 
to intimidate her into silence. 

“He sent me a text message 
a few days after I was crowned 
telling me that... I must stop my 
advocacy for human rights in 
China, otherwise we have to walk 
separate ways,” she told Metro 
in a previous interview. 

While she considered holding 
back from expressing her views 
at first, lin said she has no plans 
to stop continuing to “advocate 
for those who cannot speak for

Gyms have been moving their 
equipment into classes for a few 
years now, from SoulCycle’s 
stationary bikes to the recent 
spate of treadmill studios. Now 
a new star is emerging — and it 
could be the best workout yet. 

“If 1 was locked on an island 
with only one piece of equip¬ 
ment to keep me in shape, row¬ 
ing is what 1 would be doing 
because it does hit eveiything 

1 need,” says Eric Von Frohlich, 
co-owner of the boutique studio 
Row House. 

Rowing was actually his dirty 
little secret back when he was a 
cycling instructor 10 years ago. 

“I needed something that 
was a little more full-body,” he 
recalls, so he sought out Cross- 
Fit, which led him to rowing. 

He opened Row House in 
New York in March 2014 with 
his wife and business partner, 
Debra Strougo Frohlich, and 
they’ve just expanded to a 
second location last month. On 
the lines of gleaming Concept 

2 machines, they teach classes 
focused on rowing intervals. 
They promise a strength and 
cardio workout that engages 88 
percent of the body’s muscles 
and burns up to 600 calories 
per session. 

“The reason we really got 
into rowing is we saw across the 
board how helpful it was as a 
piece of apparatus for so many 
different points in life and for 
so many different populations,” 
explains Strougo Frohlich. “And 
especially because we are New 


Yorkers and we’re time-starved 
and at the end of the day it’s 
the most efficient workout 
there is.” 

If you’re starting 
from zero 

Everything about the rowing 
experience is controlled by the 
user; Strougo Frohlich calls row¬ 
ing the cardio version of yoga 
or Pilates. The pace is set by the 
user — the machine doesn’t 
keep moving when you stop. 


like a treadmill or spin bike — 
and risk of injuiy is minimal 
because your feet are strapped 
into place and your knees and 
ankles remain aligned, with no 
chance of twisting or torquing. 

“It really comes down to what 
you want to put into the activ¬ 
ity,” says Von Frohlich. “You’re 
not limited by the equipment; 
you’re limited by your fitness 
level and your ability to push as 
hard as you want to push. And 
that’s something that’s kind of 


beautiful and unique about it.” 

If you’re trying to lose 
weight 

Whether you have a little 
weight to lose or a lot, exer¬ 
cise can be unpleasant for many 
reasons. The constant jiggle of 
extra fat is not only uncom¬ 
fortable but can be embarrass¬ 
ing, while the simple fact that 
you’re carrying around more 
weight is tough on joints that 
would already be stressed by 
workouts like running. 

On a rower, you’re not only 
sitting — on a seat that’s much 
larger than a spin bike — but 
the motion is virtually no-im¬ 
pact and your center of gravity 
is low, keeping you more stable. 

“When you’re on a rowing 


machine, you don’t have gravity 
pulhng down on you that way,” 
Strougo Frohlich explains. “You 
don’t feel like you’re putting 
stress on your body; you feel 
like you’re almost weightless.” 

Why take a class 

Some rowing enthusiasts find 
they get into a Zen headspace 
— Strougo Frohlich calls it “al¬ 
most meditative” — but many 
find the repetition monotonous 
and give up due to boredom. 
A rowing class adds a social 
aspect, creates a high-energy 
environment and mixes row¬ 
ing with other exercises. 

The classes at Row House, 
with beginner and experienced 
levels, have participants get off 
the machines for intervals of 


squats, lunges, stretching of 
the hips and hamstrings, and 
push-ups. “What we’re doing 
off the rower is building up 
your ability to spend more time 
on the rower,” she says. 

Ifyousitallday 

Sitting is the new smoking, as 
study after study has shown, af¬ 
fecting eveiything from brain 
function to raising your risk 
of diabetes — so more sitting 
may seem counter-intuitive. 

But that’s how rowing tar¬ 
gets some of the problems that 
people who sit for most of the 
day can develop. “The (rowing) 
motion is something that just 
about everyone needs, which 
is posterior strength and open¬ 
ing/closing of the hips,” says 
Von Frohlich. 

When you push back on a 
rower, you’re loosening up your 
tight hamstrings, sitting at the 
optimal 90-degree angle and 
engaging the shoulder, back 
and core muscles. (Despite how 
it looks, the effort of rowing 
comes 60 percent from the legs, 
30 percent core and just 10 
percent arms.) It all adds up 
to better posture while seated, 
standing taller and reducing 
stress on the neck. 

If you’re looking to get 
toned 

Strougo Frohlich stopped do¬ 
ing spin classes and put on 
almost 40 pounds during her 
last pregnancy four years ago. 
When it came time to get back 
in shape, she found that rowing 
not only improved her out-of- 
whack posture but could do 
what the bike could not. 

“Once 1 got used to the row¬ 
ing machine, 1 saw that it was 
getting all the hard-to-reach 
areas that a spin bike just never 
gets,” she says. “You continue to 
strengthen your legs, your core 
and your upper body, which is 
really what you need for life, 
granted, but also for carrying 
a new baby.”

When most Canadians jet off to 
Jamaica they go straight from 
the airport to behind the gates 
of an all-inclusive resort. 

Once behind the gates, people 
are usually served bad drinks 
with httle umbrellas in them, 
reheated versions of the same 
food you can get back home and 
truly terrible stale coffee in the 
morning when you’re nursing 
the hangover from all the um¬ 
brella drinks you drank the day 
before. 

Aim higher. If you’re going to 
stay behind the resort gates you 
might as well stay home and sip 
on cheap rum in your basement 
while watching the latest hockey 
game. Instead of heading to the 
crowded, kitschy resorts in Mon¬ 
tego Bay and Kingston, get a taste 
of the real Jamaica by heading 
off the beaten (tourist) track. 

Jake’s Hotel in Treasure Beach, 
where staff can organize off-site 
adventures with local guides ac¬ 
companying you, is a great op¬ 
tion for those wanting to safely 
explore the Caribbean island. 

Jake’s is a bumpy two-and- 
a-half hours’ drive from Sang- 
ster’s International Airport in 
Montego Bay. It’s well worth the

commute. Contact the hotel to 
arrange a driver, for $134 US, one 
way, for up to a group of four. 
The boutique hotel is actually a 
collection of colourful cottages, 
ranging from small rooms with 
garden views starting at about 
$135 US (aU prices not inclusive 
of taxes and service fees, for a 
minimum five-night stay) to a 
luxury villa with ocean views 
from $1,110 US per night dur¬ 
ing the high season (from Dec. 
15 to April 15). 

Eat and drink local 

Eat al fresco at Jake’s with the 
sound of the salt-water crashing 



against the rocks in the back¬ 
ground. The menu changes con¬ 
stantly, as it features local pro¬ 
duce and seafood when it’s in 
season. Be sure to fry Jake’s take 
on ackee and saltfish, Jamaica’s 
national dish, for breakfast and 
pair it with a cup of famous Blue 
Mountain coffee. 

To really get a sense of the 
St. Ehzabeth Parish make sure 
to time your visit for the once- 
monthly farm-to-table event at 
Dool’s Farm. The sunset dinner 
with the local farmer available 
to answer any questions is well 
worth the $95 US, plus taxes and 
tips. Most people in the rural, 
relaxed parish will gladly talk 
your ear off, so don’t be shy to 
ask about the provenance and 
importance of their local food 
and drink. 

The warm staff at Jake’s can 
also help set up a boat tour, in¬ 
cluding a private feast with fresh¬ 
ly caught lobster on a secluded 
beach, followed by a visit to Peli¬ 
can Bar. The picturesque bar is 
actually a shack in the middle 
of the sea where you’ll likely sip 
on a few Red Stripe beers and 
Appleton Estate rums mixed 
with ginger beer. 

Rum is in the running to 
become the next bourbon, so 
there’s no better place to get edu¬ 
cated about the good stuff than 
by taking a day trip to partake in 
the Appleton Estate Rum Tour. 

Once you’ve ventured beyond 
the resort gates in Jamaica you’ll 
wonder why you stayed behind 
them for so long in the first place.

It got a $17.8-million 
remake in 2013, and 52 viewing 
bays now look out on a coral reef 
teeming with more than 1,000 
fish species. 

Unleash your inner Cousteau 
beneath the new reflective ceil¬ 
ing dome, which gives the entire 


aquarium a shimmering under¬ 
sea vibe. If you’re visiting with 
kids, this is a must-see. 

Need some fresh air? Stroll 
the Rose Kennedy Greenway, one 
of the nation’s premier show¬ 
cases for unusual open-air art 
installations. There’s abstract 
sculpture, a labyrinth and more. 

Coming in spring 2016: the 
Boston Wax Museum. This won’t 
be just another Madame Tus- 
sauds; Brazil-based Dreams En¬ 
tertainment Group says its U.S. 
debut venture will feature wax 
hkenesses of infiuential Boston¬ 
ians through the ages in politics, 
sports and entertainment. 

Classic attractions 

Non-negotiables: lunch and 
shopping at Faneuil Hall Market¬ 
place in the heart of downtown, 
where Samuel Adams and other

patriots agitated for rebellion 
against the British. Ditto a lei¬ 
surely walk through Boston 
Common and the adjacent Bos¬ 
ton Public Garden, the heart and 
lungs of the city. 

You can’t truthfully say you’ve 
done Boston without following 
the Freedom Trail, a 2.5-mile 
route that takes in Old North 


into Uber or other ride-shar¬ 
ing services, MBTA public 
transit — known simply as 
the T — will get you virtu¬ 
ally everywhere, and it's 
much cheaper. You can buy 
reloadable CharlieTicket 
and CharlieCard passes and 
save a bundle. 


Church, Paul Revere House, Bun¬ 
ker Hill Monument and a dozen 
other colonial sites.

Once you’ve set the 
date and invites are in the mail, 
give some thought as to the type 


of party you’d like. A casual one?

THINK THEME 

Zaretsky says themed parties are 
the trend these days in pulhng 
together hohday affairs. 

“So it’s beyond just a colour 
scheme,” she said. “Now people 
do things hke an Ugly Sweater 
Party or a movie theme or some¬ 
thing specific hke that. It reaUy 
makes the party a bit more fun.” 
It also makes party planning 
easier, since ah your foods and 
decor can be wrapped around 
this idea. 

Themed parties also lure 


guests to your gathering. “So 
if they have to wear something 
specific or do something for 
the event, it’s more of a rmique 
event for attendees and can at¬ 


tract people to your parties,” 
said Zaretsky. 

THE DAY OE 

Work ahead and have everything 


prepared so that you, too, as the 
host, can enjoy the party and 
aren’t spending all your time 
in the kitchen. “Prepare a light 
menu beforehand with some¬ 
thing easy that you’ve done be¬ 
fore,” suggested Zaretsky. “This 
isn’t the time to start a new re¬ 
cipe or use one that’s challen¬ 
ging.” Prep work also means prep 
ping for mid-party replacements: 
think appetizers on platters that 
are ready to go, plenty of extra ice 
stashed in a cooler or freezer and 
bowls of garnishes for drinks and 
appetizers also standing waiting. 
Better yet, when you’re planning 
the party, opt for self-serve dishes 
that require minimal mainten¬ 
ance on your part.
